The Regents also are 
expected to adopt a policy 
implementing a 1970 statute 
reducing the mandatory 
suspension time for a student 
oonvictad of violMing drug laws 
from two yaars to one year.

"We have been accused of 
being unpatrmtic, of committing 
treason. Our purpose in being 
here today is to show our side, 
to give our version of what we 
are doing." 

So saying, Larry Tunwr, 

president of the newly formed 
Veterans Against the War, 
introduced his organization to 
the open forum which was heM 
yesterday behind Moore 
Auditorium. 

A panel of four spoke at the 
forum, with each speaker 
discussing effects the war was 
having on various components of 
society. 

Owight Davis, an ex -platoon 
sergeant who is now a graduate 
student in government, opened 
the panel discussion. Davis spoke 
on the current war picture fed to 
the American public and 
compared it to the motivational 
outlook of the soldier in 
Vietnam. Davis said that soldiers 
are influenced by the American 
idolization of veterans and think 
that the pkrture they receive at 
'X>me is the true one. 

"When soldiers first arrive in 
Vietnam, they are anxious to get 
their bronze stars and purple 
hearts. It is not until people start 
shooting at them that they 
raaliza just what is going on." ha 
said. 

Davis noted that the majority 
of the soldiers in Vietnam are 
draftees and in combat for the 
first time. These men fwve been 
taught that it is honorable to die 
for their country, yet they do 
not know what they are raiMy 
dying fpr. he said. 

Davis then turned to the 
subject of the support given the 
men fighting in Vietnam. Such 
support which assumes that the 
men bnlieve in what they are

fighting for is false support, he 
said. "To imply that the soldien 
in Vietnam believe in what they 
are fighting for is totally 
incorrect," he said. As an 
example that men believe in 
peace, Davis pointed out that 
"in my platoon there were only 
two paople who did not wear a 
peace medal." 

Joe Ellens, an ex-Marine and 
the next speaker on the panel, 
spoke on ttw problems facing 
the veteran. Such a problem twas 
choosing a school in which he 
woukf not be hassled about his 
Status as a veteran. "I tried to 
pick a school in whkJi I wouki 
be left alone," he said, "but I 
have been hassled and tormented 
by students making remarks 
such as 'How's It wim. MNv?'" 




Joe Egan, arwther war 

veteran, discussed the impact of 
the war on the military. Some of 
the effects Egan listed were 
racial prejudice and dissent 
within the ranks. "Eighty 
percent of the soldiers in 
Vietnam are draftees, of which 
40 percent are Mack. The blacks 
are less likely to accept 
authority given to them." 

The final speaker, Jim Clark, 
also a veteran, spoke of the 
Impact of the war on the 
Vietnamese people. Such effects 
inckide poverty. "A country 
that was once a major exporter 
of rice must now import rice to 
feed its own people. The U.S. 
supplies the country with wheat 
and concrete, neither of which is 
taanlBd by tfia paople." he said. 

The panel of four said that as 
long as the people of the United 
States remain unconcerned and 
refuse to speak out, wars such as 
that in Vietnam will continue.

ner eaoon, jonn nowera, 
also of the FSU class of 1951, 
was found to have broken no 
rules and remeined in the 
unvenity. 

Both of the above cases are 
hypothetical, but the rules are 
not. Social regulations in effect 
when FSU first went co-ed were 
extremely restrictive in r efe wn c e 
to the behavior of women 
students, and nearly 
nonexistent in reference to 
nnen. 

Otfter actions for which Miss 

Little could have been 
suspended included going in the 
area near the man's dormitories 
and fraternities, wearing shorts 
for any reason other than 
participating in an athletic event 
or attending a picnic, or taking a 
trip outside TaHahasae, even if 
it was only for a few hours 
during the day. during her first 
ib( weeks on campus. 

Mr. Howard was liable for 
suspension only if convicted of 
dtsordarly public conduct due to 
drinking. 

Women had to abide by dress 
rules wfuch not only prohiiitad 
the wearing of shorts except in 
the above specified cases, but 
also the wearing of slacks except 
when hiking or attending a 
picnic. Slacks couM also be worn 
in the bedroom area of ttte 



dorms, but nowhere else. 

Curfew rules for women 
required tfiat tttey be in t>y 11 
p.m. on week nights and 11:30 
p.m. Friday and Saturday, 
except for seniors, who could 
stay out until midnight on 
Friday and Saturday. Aher 
midnight, no freshman woman 
could leave her room or keep ier 
HghH on. and no upperdass 
womani oouM leewe her haN. 

Other regulations dictated the 
datirtg procedures whk:h women 
had to follow v^mn having 
engagements with young men, as 
the 1948-49 POw Wow termed 
dates. 

Rules woman had to follow 
were the registration of dates on 
an engagement card wMch was 
turned in to the rsaidenos 

counselor, tfie re s triction of 
activities to riding in a car if 
parental permission was 
obtained, dining in approved 
locations, going to the theatre, 
and going to church. Dating in a 
parked car oouM lay a women 
liable for suspension. 

Women could go only to 
certain approved places in 
TaHahasiea, such as private 
hornet, specified thop^ end 
other places receiving cleeranoe 
from the re s id rii ce oounsekir 
and Dean of Woman. One piece 



not receiving clearance was 
Florida A&M College. The 
specific rule as found in the 
Pow-Wow was "Under no 
eircumalanoes may a woman 
virit the A&M College unless 
•Moompenied by her parents." 

Drinking regulations for 
women were far more strict than 
tfx)se for men. Women could be 
suspended for drinking, 
possessing, or returning under 
the influence of any intoxicating 
beverage, including beer and 
wine. Further, smoking was not 
permissible. 

Further regulations applied to 
the (xoper procedure for signmc 
out for overnight or day trips tc 
areas outside the oity limits of 
Tallahassee, and when such trip- 
ware ailovMd. For freshman 
women during their first six 
weeks, such trips were no' 
altowed at all. For freshmr 
woman in ttwir second si> 
weeks, one overnigh- •■ 
two day trips were a: uv.cc 
Other freshman women couM gc 
on overnight trips three times 
quarter, with six day tnt 
allowed. Upperdass women ^er 
not restricted in the number, o'

The building is not 
reentered untH aftar ■ rtHonab le 
search and aftar ■ 
period of time has 

This Florida State University 
policy makes sense bocmne: (1) 
In the current nttioowidB 
situation a bomb threat may be 
real with intolerable 
consequences, aipec ia lly loai of 
life (2) The university is legally 
and morally responsible for 
faculty, staff and students. In 
•he event of an exploaion, the 
jniversity which raginlwl bomb 
threatt lightly wotM bo in an 



unjustifiable position. (3) The 
clearing of buildings should not 
be seen as an infringement upon 
academic freedom, because most 
individuals cannot have 
sufficient information to make 
reasonable excisions. 

The following academic 
policies are intended primarily 
to provide a procedural structure 
for handling the consequences of 
disruption to tlw academic 
process caused by bomb threats. 
They are designed to insure that 
student and faculty rights are 
protected and that oourw 
objectives are realized. These 
general policies may be made 
more specific by individual 
departments or diviriona.

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REFLECTIONS

The bomb threats, and the 
bomb that was set off early 
Tuesday morning pose a great 
threat to Florida State 
University. The threat is of a 
two fold nature. Both individual 
freedom and tfte academic 
community are in danger of 
severe limitation. 

The university is here for 
those who want to torn; the 
majority of students are 
presumably here for this 
purpose. Every time a bomb 
threat is phoned in, and a 
building evacuated, several 
hundred students suffer, as their 
right to learn is negated. 

Under the new policy, classes 
lost as a result of bomb scares 
will be made up at a future date. 
However, this is an imperfect 
substitute, as many are unable to 
attend the rescheduled classes. If 
there are too many bomb 
threats, it wW be impmaiMe to 
make up all the class periods 
lost. Within the quarter, there 
are too few dait periods to 
begin with, and little time to 
cover the subject material. A 
situation where even the best 
student is rendered unable to 
effectively absorb the course 
material and derive 
understanding from his studies 
is not inconceivable. 

Several schools fwve adopted 
very restrictive measures btwamsB 
of repeated bomb threats. As is 
the case at FSU, primary 
emphasis was placed upon the 
protection of human life. Each 
bomb was therefore treated as 
real. In order to reconcile the 
problem of protecting human 
life and holding classes, these 
other schools blocked off side 
entrances and exits to buildings. 
The flow of people was limited 
to one entrance, wftere guards 
thoroughly searched briefcases, 
people, and so forth. Therefore 
when a bomb threat was phoned 
in, it coukJ be safely disregarded. 
This limitation of personal

freedom is certainly degrading; 
however, only stern nteasures 
such as these allowed the 

universities in question to 
continue to function normally 

Ramifications extend to the 
untversitv ootftmurwty as well; of 
course these consequences also 
affect most individuals within 
tlie community. 

Moral and economic support, 
the former from within the 
university community as well as 
outskie it, are endangered. 

When a student taking an 
examination is interrupted in tfie 



middle by a bomb scare, he is 
likely to be rather angry. For all 
he knows the student sittinq 
across from him could have 
arranged for a tfiie.n m i"' 
phoned in. Multiplied sfverai 
thousand times, and with 
increasing frequency, this more 
or less typical reaction is likely 
to undermine the good will and 
warm, congenial atmosphere 
normally fostered at the 
university. This is certainly a 
frightening prospect The 
university is somewhat unique, it 
See BOMB, pg- 5.

The people wtw stereotype in 
this fashion seem to constitute a 

majority at present. FSU, being 
a state institution, is su p por t ed

determine how much money to 
appropriate to public 
mstitutions of higher learning.

Several kinds of oral 
contraceptivaa an now araiiable 
and a phys icia n wiH pre sc r ib e for 
the wioinan the one he feels best 
meeii the individual's need. All 
types of onl contraceptives 
contain female sex hormones 
(estrogens andprogesteronesl and 
are daatgnad to prevent the re- 
lease, of an egg from a woman's 
ovaries during the cycle In which 
the pills are taken. They are 
almost completely effective in 
preventing pregnancy. 

"The Pill" is the most 
effective of all contraceptives if 
one follows tfie directions for its 
use and is careful not to skip 
doses or take it irregularly. 

Oral oonnaeaption, like all 
potent drup, have some side 
effects. Fortunately, serious side 
effects are relatively rare. 
Periodic examinations, as 
recommended by your doctor, 
ire essential to provide the oariy 
detection which may prevent 
serious complications. Report 
any spectai p roblem s to your 
doctor. 

A few Mnmen experience 
unpleasant side effects from the 
pill which are not dangerous and 
are not likely to damage their 

health. Some of these side 
effects are similar to symptoms 
women experience in early 
pregnancy and may be 
temporary. The breasts may feel 
tender, nausea and vomiting may 
occur arfd one may lose or gain 
weigfit. A spotty darkening of 
the skin, particularly of the face.

X reported to your physician. 

Your physician may find that 
the levels of sugar and fatty 
substances in the blood are 
rfevatad. The long farm effect of 
these changes is under study. 

Other reactions, although not 
oroved to be caused by the pill,, 
sccasionally reported: 
nervousness, dizziness, some lOB 
of scalp hair, increase or 
decrease in sex drive or appetite 
Ganges. 

After a woman stops using 
the pill, there may be a delay 
before she is able to become 
pregnant After childbirtfi there 
is special need to consult youi 
physician before resuming use of 
the pill. This is especially true if 
you plan to nurse your baby 
because the drugs in the pill are 
known to appear in the milk and 
the long-range effect on tfw 
infant is not known at this time. 
Furthermore, the pill may cause 
a decrease in your milk supply. 

Blood clots occasionally form 
in the blood vessels of the legs 
and pelvis of apparently healthy 
people and may threaten life if 
the clots break loose and then 
lodge in the lung or if they form 
in other vital organs, such as the 
brain. It has been estimated that 
about one woman in 2,000 on 
the pill each year suffers a btood 
clotting disorder severe errau^ 
to require hospitalization. The 
estimated death rate from 
abnormal bk>od clotting in 
healthy women under 35 not 
taking the pill is 1 in 500,000; 
wfwraas for the same grouir 
taking the pill it is 1 in 66,000 
For healthy women over 35 not 
taking the pill, the rate in 1 in 
200,000 compared to 1 in 
25,000 for pill users. 

Blood clots are about three 
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times more likely to develop in 
women over the age of 34. For 
these raaaons it is important dut 
women who have had blood 
clou in the legs, lungs or brain 
not use oral oontraospthras. 
Anyone using the pill wfio has 
severe leg or chests pains, coughs 
up blood. hH dmioulty in 
breathing, sudden severe 
headache or vomiting, dizziness 
or fainting. disturt>ances of 
vision or ipe e ch . weakness or 
numbneM of an arm or leg, 
should call her doctor 
immediately and stop taking the 
pill. 

If you miss one menstrual 
period and are following your 
dose schedule, you should 
continue takirig the pill as 
directed. If you miss two 
periods, you shouM stop taking 
the pill and see your doctor, 
even though you think you have 
followed the prescribed 
schedule. 

There is no proof at the 
present time that oral 
contraceptives can cause cancer 
in humans. However, the 
possibility thet they may 
continues to be studied based on 
observations that large doees of 
female hormones have produced 
cancer in some experimental 



animals. 

If you have or have had a 
special health problem, such as 
migraine, mental depression, 
fibroids of the uterus, heart or 
kidney diseaae, asthma, high 
blood premire, diabetes or 
epilepsy inform your phyacian. 
He may wirii to make sure thet 
it is suitable for you to take the 
pill by doing special tests if 
necessary. All these conditions 
may be made worse by the use 
of oral oonlraoaptiveSb 

You shouk) report to your 
doctor any unusual swelling, 
Skin rash, yellowing of the dcin 
or eyes or severe depression. 

There are some women, in 
addition to those with 
tendencies toward bkxid clotting 
disorders, who sfwuM not use 
oral contraceptives. These 
include women who have cancer 



of the breast or womb, serijus 
liver conditions or undiagnose! 
vaginal bleeding when canoirht 
not been ruled out. it , 
comforting to know that, in 
such cases, your doctor cat 
racommend other meihodi o' 
birth control. 

Oral contraceptivesy whe- 
tsken directly, are drugs of 
extraordinary effectivertess. As 
with other medicine, side effects 
are possible. The most seriou: 
side effect is abnorrml bloc: 
clotting. The fact is that serious 
problems are relatively rare, ini 
the mafority of women 
would like to use the pill car • 
so safely and effectively.

Rococo was the motif of the 
Ifth century in Europe and was 
especially predornjifSht in 
France. 'The butt^ly was used 
as a symbol by the painters in 
Older to achieve an esthetic 
value. The paintings of the 
rococo period are very sensual 



with the emphasis on womamy 
forms and other such natural 
forms," said Professor Brady. 

"The elimination of distances 
of viralls and ceilings was a 
prevalent feature in the rococo 
style," said Brady, "and the 
painting then blended, 
harmonized into one thing," he 
added. 

Dr. Brady is conducting a 
study on the interior design and 
the furniture of the rococo 
period. He is orgarHzing the 
synthetic, asymmetrical, 
harmonious, vivacious, natural 
and feminine aspects of that 
period.

explained before the women was 

jllowed to leave. 

Actual enforcement of «he 
social regulations by 1947 on 
was somewhat more lax ^an the 
rules stated. Susper«ions were 
usually for •"impropriety", or 
slaying out all night with a man. 
Smoking violators were put on 
probation, drinking violators 
received 6 to 12 weeks full 
restriction, and foHure to sign 
out received two to four weeks 
full restriction. 

Actual rases recorded in the 
November, 1949 Disciplinary 
Records, included the case of a 
senior who left the city limits 
for a day trip without signing 
out and took three drinks while 



gone. She received 12 weeks full 
restriction. Another girl received 
six weeks full restriction for 
taking a sip of beer after much 
persuasion from friends, ^ill 
another girl whose date spilled 
whiskey on her dress received six 
vveeks full restriction. Her date 
was not liable for punishment. 

Women were actually put on 
probation for smoking in their 
rooms, and a wontan wIk> went 
home once more than the 
number of trips permitted 
received three weeks fjll 
restrictkm. Faihjra to sign out 
for a day trip outside the city of 



Tallahassee gave another girl two 
weeks full restriction. 

By the end ot World War II 
regulations were generally 
enforced liberally, and women 
were given an opportunity to 
dear thamwives. Miss Little and 

Mr. Howard did not exist, and 
probably even if they had. Miss 
Little wouM fnt have been 
su^wnded, merely placed on 
several weeks full restriction. 
The rules existed, and are a part 
of FSU history, but by the late 
40's and SO's were generally 
ignored.

In order to help solve the 
communication problem, Olliver 
is coordinating a public 
information program which, 

along with the tables, will 
include the use of posters, new 
releases, orientation and 
registration programs for new 
students. 

One problem which had been 
plaguing the CPE since its 
inception was solved a few 
weeks ago when the Center 
acquired a permanent office in 
Room 247 of the Union.- The 
office is manned by Olliver from 
2-5 Monday through Friday. 
He can t)e reached by calling 
599-2219. 

Olliver said his office is 
presently stressing the need for 
cooperation among the faculty 
and students to make the CPE 
pro^m meaningful. 

At the present time, Olliver is 
looking for instructors for 
non-credit courses in "organic 
foods" and "yoga." He said the 
Center is trying to concentrate 
on creating rton-credit courses 
because of the administrative red 
tape involved in getting CPE 
course*, to carry academic credit. 

After some initial difficulties, 
Olliver said the CPE program 
will help supplement the normal 
university curriculum by 
offering subject matter and 
techniques not presently 
available in FSU s institutional 
framework In the long run, 
Olliver believes CPE will develop 
into a vehicle which will 
significantly change the 
"dispassionate and studied 
dullness ■ of the present college 
curriculum. 

Olliver discussed at somf 
length the role he feels CPE wi 



have in making °hi||hereducabon 
more relevant to actual living 
oomUtiottt in the outade world. 
"The CPE fills a gap which 

has resulted from a change in 
our society. The university has 
failed to provMe for the human, 
emotional nature of its students. 
As a result, students are eidier 
alienated, apathetic, or angry. 
They do not feel that they are a 
relevant part of the university," 
said Olliver. 

"We are trying to sweep away 
this dead education. By starting 
their own classes, students can 
show there are other, positive 
ways of leammg; vwys which 
build rather than test," Olliver 
noted. 

"The Center is striving to 
bring out the creative, 
questioning, and thought- 
producing self of students. It is 
important to note that students, 
not CPE, provide direction and 
impetus to the program. Our 
office is merely a facilitating 
agency.

Nixon Stance Demanded 



WASHINGTON-Free trade advocates, fighting a seemingly futile 
battle against a strong protectionist sentiment, demanded to know 
Thursday where President Nixon stood on the measure they claimed 
could touch off an international trade war. 

"The President will make a decision" once Congress finishes work on 
the bill, replied House Republican Leader Gerald R. Ford, R Mich. 
Nixon has threatened to veto the bill if the final version is laden with 
quotas other than on textiles, which he supports. 

The measure the House was considering would impose quotas on 
textile and shoe imports, freeze oil import quotas by law, (jrovide tax 
breaks for U.S. exporters and liberalize relief for import-injured 
American firms. 

Nixon's original trade proposal included textile quotas, limited tariff 
cutting authority -which the bill contains-some relief provisions and 
the tax break for U.S. industries. It dM not inckide rftoe quotas, the 
freeze on oil quotes, or give him broad new authority to impose quota; 
on other goods if the tariff commission finds imporu have hurt 
domattic indiatiry.

ATLANTA (UPI)-The 9tfi-ranked Tennessee Vote haw three more 

regular season games to play— but the one that really counts is 
Saturday '^gnme with Kentucky. 

This may seem a bit incongruous since the Vols appear headed for a 
10-1 season while the Wildcats figure to wind up, at 2-9, with their 
worst raoord ewer. 

But Saturday's game has special meaning for the Vols because that's 
the day the bowl bidding becomes "official" and it matters not only 
whether the Vols win or lose-but how they play the game. 

Tennessee appears caught up in a squeeze play not of its own 
making. With the Rose Bowl a closed shop and Notre Dame a factor in 
one of the other three major bowls, thore are only two berths in the 
S0K»lled major bowls-Orange. Cotton and Sugar-open to the 
bowl-hungry Southeastern Conference. With 7th-ranked Louisiana State 
and 12th-ranked Die Miss running neck-and-neck with the Vols, 
somebody's going to be squeezed into a less-prestigious bowl. 

That's why the heavily favored Vols have to sock it to Kentucky 

Saturday. 

LSU has an exceptionally tough assignment on a light football 
weekend. The Bengals will be at South Bend, Ind., Saturday to play 
2nd-ranked Notre Dame-and are 14-point underdogs. Die Miss, 
anxiously awaiting the return of Archie Manning, has an open date 
Saturday. 

An upset by LSU wouM probably put the Bengals into the Orange 
Bowl against 3rd-ranked Nebraska (with Notre Dame going to the 
Cotton) and leave the Sugar Bowl with a decision between Tennessee 
and Die Miss as the Air Force's foe. 

That could leave Tennessee in the same sort of jam left-out LSU 
faced last year if the Sugar Bowl shouW deckle to wait on Archie's wm 
before making a decision. 

Only one other SEC team, VanderbHt, is in action this weekend. 

The Commodores will be in Tampa, Fla. to play the Tampa 
Spartans, the nation's no. 1 small college team. Vandy has one edge in 
that game. The unbeaten Spartans are being forced to strip their 
defense because their standard SEC-style contract with Vanderbilt 
prohibits using players who switched from four-year schools without 
laying out a year or who moved up from a junkwr college without 
graduating. 

Auburn's Pat Sullivan, idle this weekend, continues to lead the 
ration in total offense, now at a 280.2-yard per game clip. Florida's 
John Reaves is seventh at 220.1 and fWlanning, who hopes to play 
against LSU on Dec. 5, is eighth at 2 1 8. 1 . 

One interesting note regarding Saturday's Notre Dame-LSU game: 
the Irish lead the nation in total offense and LSU leads the nation in 
rushing defense with an average y ield of only 46 yards per game.

University of Fk>rida student 
body - president, and Chuck 
Sherman, Florida State 
University student body 
president, raised some serious 
questions, expressed their views 
on the topic and made some 
recommendations for the 
Committee's consideration. 

The questions r ela ted to 



whether the expenditure of 
money, time and effort for the 
athletic progranns place undue 
emphasis upon athletics and 
thereby make this program out 
of balance with others in the 

university. 

President Stephen O'Connell

(Editor's note: The foflowing 
article is reprinted from a 
pamphlet printed by the Center 
for Participant Education (CPE), 
explaining the history and 
philosophy of tlia currmt CPE 
program.) 

St ud en t ■ p la n n ed and 
organized clas«s became a 
reality at FloridB State in the 
spring quarter, 1970. The Center 
for Participant Education (CPE) 
was established by Student Body 
Presicent Chuck Sherman along 
the iintT of "free universities" at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley and the Universitv of 
Alabama as an outgrowth of the 
platform plank of the newly 
eleaed Independent Student 
Party. Questionrtahnes issued 
were designed to ascertain 
student desires with regard to 
new courses. 

Courses were established on 
the basis of student interest and 
the availalMtity of cowptint 
instructors, under the Academic 
Affairs Department of Student 
Government. Student 
Government personnel, working 
under the director of the Center, 
Nesta King, compiled a list of 
courses of significant interest to 
students completing the 
questionnaire. The workers then 
serached for discussion leaders 
interested in and qualifiad to 
teach each course. A total of 14 
courses were offered in the 
Center's first quarter of 
operation, four of which were 



for credit. 

The rationale of the Center is 
to make tlie pursuit of education 
a relevant one and to give the 
Student the opportunity to 
explore a fieM of interest 
wherever it may lie. Education 
should be designed to satisfy the 
interest of a person, and to make 
him aware of hirreelf and aware 
of the society in which he lives, 
as society acts upon him and he 
upon society. 

"Hie Center is designed to give 
students a major voice in the 
types of courses which they 
consider shouW be part of a 
college education The Center 
allows students to take courses 
whKh they consider import»rt 
for a college curriculum but 
which are not offered in the 
present curriculum. Both credit 
and non<redit courses dealing 
with the major social and 
political issues of the day can be 
arranged at the students' 
request. 

The philosophy of the CPE is 
that an educatwn is a relevant 
experimental process invohfing 
the interaction of many diverse 
experiences in the development 
of the total person. The CPE 
plans to involve the Ftorida 
State community m its 
non-credit courses in the future, 
so that the community will feel 
that the university is not 



completely autoTMNnous and 
alienated from it. 

The students, by becoming 
involved with the community 
through outside-of-class projects, 
will be more able to connect 
theory with practice, learning 
with living, and see the relevance 
of their involvements in their 
own communities upon tht 
compietkNi of their formal 
education.

Bombing No Help

Yesterday's massive, retaliatory air attada deep inside North 
Vietnam may satisfy a sense of revenge, but they team unllkaly to 
help end the war in lnck>china. 

The attacks, the largest into North Vietnam in seven months^ 

were conducted under the Administration's policy of retaliating for 
any attaclcs against U.S. unarmed reconnaissance {lights over North 
Vietnam. ' 

Radio Hanoi said that a number of U.S prisoners of war in North 
Vietnam were injured in yesterday's attaclcs. Defense Secretary 
IMehrin Laird aid that was not true. 

If the purpose of the raids was to punish North Vietnam, they 
have little chance of success. Heavy bombings of North Vietnam 
ordered by former president Lyndon Johnson were Ineffective in 
bringing the war to an end. In fact, the bombing of North 
Vietnam— like the German bombing of Britain in World War 
M— probably has been counter-productive. Instead of de f ea ti n g the 
North Vietnamese, it has increased their will to fight 

But the raids certainly dampened the Paris peace talks. Radto 
Hanoi said the bombing was "a serious act of war." Laird spoke 
threateningly. The Viet Cong radio talked of punishing U.S. forces in 
tf<e South. 

After the raids, the only re aso n ab le conchision h that peace is 

more distant than before.

I 
am very happy to tee 
independent student concern, 
but in this case ARA-Siater is 
tegaily ri^. There haa bean 
"extreme abuse of the intent of 
the board plan," and 
u nfo rt una tely the course Slatar 
reverted to was the <mly one 
feasible at the time. 

What this move rests on is the 
underlying premise of the 
reduced rate of 78 cents per 
meal of the board plan; that "if 
all meals were eaten by all 
students tha cost of the meal 
plan would be much higher." 
This all boils down to the fact 
that we receive a dinount on 
meals because of a ntlclp B ted 
nissed meals. The doasr 
amount of meals eMen comas to 
a 100 percent figure, the closer 
we come to paying $1.25 per 
meal.

There was no breach of 
corttract by ARA-Slater, but 
the\' are definitely responsible 
for the confusion caused and it 
is obvious that the students are 
dissatisfied.

Bell Speaks On Day Care 



To the Editor: 

In response to Harris 
Goldstein who felt moved to 
inquire through the columns of 
your MailbaB o« 18 November 
whether I had been mta|iJOted in 
the Flambew '« reoent coverage 
of a panel presentation on 
campus dealing with day care for 
chHdreo, the a«wer is: yes, but 
only in part. Further, since Dr. 
Goldstein makes a strong claim 
that profit-meking child-care 
pn>9rams are, in his words, 
"currently trying to provide 
good care for children in Leon 
County," a conckision which he 
indicates is tai^rentWIy ikmim 
from a study of daycare 
programs carried out by students 
under his research direction, it 
may be useful to offer additional 
commentary on this claim and 
on retoted pointt made in hie 
letter to the editor. 

In the course of the 
aforementioned panel 
ixesentation I had prefaced my 
remarks by noting that the 
relevant sttte licensing bill (HB 
1029, Chapter 61,2420), in its 
Section 1-9 of tfte code 
addresses itself only to technical 
and physical aspects of 
day -care centers such as fire and 
safety inspections, health of 
employees and children, squat* 
fooT iqp of play space, number of 
t( sinks per 30 children 

ana the like. Nowhere in the 
present code is there a single 
reference touching on program 
standards or criteria directly 
associated with qu^ity of care in 
social terms. 

At the time of my 
presentation when I said that 75 
p.- "11 of the Leon County 
day care centers have no 
program, I confess I was 
probably using an entirely 
different set of indices than the 
"six or seven activities" noted in 
the studente' study. Apparently 
Dr. Goldstein considers the 
presence of inanimate musical 
equipment, firtger painting 
material and the sheer 
availability of children's toys 
and books as important 
indicants that intellectual 
stimulation of children is going 
on. It is difficult to jccept this 
somewhat simplistic 
interpretation of evidence of 
program creativity. 

I am not aware of any 
systematic test of logical and 
widely accepted empirical 
referrants for measuring the 
intellectually stimulating climate 
of a "good" child-care program. 
Many experienced professional*; 
in the field have been struggling 
with this Issue for years. These 
include the Child Welfare League 

f America, the Office of Child 
Development of the U.S. 
Department of Health, 
Education and Wel^, wnong 
others. Guidelines of the Federal 
inter-Agency Day Care 
Requirements, cited in Section 
522(d) of the Economic 
Opportunity Act, spell out a 
basic requirement of 
program-planning in day-care 
centers, namely, that "daily 
activitieB in tfie teHhy must be 
de si gn ed to it^Mnce a positive 



concept of self and of 
motivation, and to enhance his 
(the child's) social, cognitive and 
communication skills." If these 
suggested program standards 
have eny merit, it might be 
inttrasting to re-study those 
facilitiei in Leon County called 
chOdcare centers In terms of 
their program content. Under 
the rubric of child care are to be 
found a range of disparate 
facilities and resources for 
parents, ranging from private 
entrepreneurs who take in a few 
children in their homes to the 
large formal child-care units 
under public and private 
auspices. Any serious study of 
child-care centers which fails to 
discriminate and identify 
significant differences of 
program content within the large 
group of child-caring facilities 
invites legitimate question of the 
utility of its research. 

I agree with Dr. Goldstein 
that it is perhaps difficult to find 
sharp educational diffaranoes 



among staff in profit and 
non-profit centers in this 
county, and the ass(x:iation of 
staff qualifications to program 
content, particularly with 
respect to teachers working with 
children of the poor. I was not 
aware, however, that this was a 
focus of his supervised study. 
Some of us who have 
experimented with a mix of 
professkmel end non-profes- 
sional teachers find support in 
Dr. Kenneth Clarke's position 
(Dark Ghetto, 1965). He 
suggests, "the deprivatton which 
afflicts ghetto chiklren is that 
generally their teachers do not 
expect them to learn, and have 
adopted as their concept of their 
function, custodial care and 
discipline." There is some 
beginning evMerKie from the 
pilot project in day care initiated 
this past summer under FSU 
Student Government stimulus, 
that it is possible for trained and 
untrained teachers, working

together, to offer children a 
healthy social anvkonme w t for 
leeming. 

Simple economics suggest 
profit-making centers are 
constrained in their 
progr am mktg by reeson of tfie 
costs involved in good 
programming. For example. Or. 
Cdwvd Zlagler, professor of 
psychology at Yale and newly 
appointed director of the Office 
of Child Development 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, irxlicates 
It takes $1800 par annum per 
child as a necessary outlay for an 
optimal program. This means a 
weekly fee of $35 per chiM just 
to meet the costs of a top 
program. Non-profit centws 
tend to haw recourse to subiMy 
to help meet such costs, an 
outlet usually denied to 
profit-making centers. 
Commercial programs have to 
cut program comers to make 
money-it s as sknpte as that. 



Finally, I would raise 
questions about solutions to the 
manifett riational need for 
day-care centers put forward by 
alleged friends of children like 
Senator Long of Louisiana who 
p r o po s e s establishment of a 
National Child Care 
Corporation. Under this plan, to 
be funded by the Federal 
govamment in the amount of 
$500 million, he would 
encourage the rise of national 
profit-oriented franchfses for 
child-care facilities, analogous to 
national franchise firms 
operatmg in nursing home 
facilities for the aged. I refer 
anyone deeply interested in the 
likely consequences of this 
potentially new disaster in 
human services to an article by 
Joseph Featherstone, "The Day 
Care Problem: Kentucky Fried 
Children," in the 5/12

President J. Stanley Marshall, 
immediately obeyed the 
two-minute warning given by 
Vice President of Student 
Affiars Robert Kimmel and 
consquently avoided any 
disciplinary action on the part of 
the university, Kimmel said. 

The rally began at 3 p.m. in 
front of Westcott. After a 
spokesman read a petition 
demanding that the eight 
convicttons be reversed, a group 
0* students were sent into the 
building to ask President 
Marshall to speak to the crowd. 
The delegation returned a 
half -hour later and reported that 
Marshall would be unable to 
speak because of a tight 
schedule. 

The crowd then entered the 
Westcott Building in order to 
confront Marshall with their 
demands and lined up against 
the walls of the building. At one 
point. Student Mobilization 
Committee spokesman Paul King 
announced to the crovwJ that the 
video tape equipment was being 
set up in Marshall's office. The 
crowd immediately dispersed 
and reconvened in front of 

Westcott. 

Once outside, several students 

pointed out that they had not 
been requested to leave the 
building. The students re entered 
the building and were 
confronted by Kimmel. Kimmel 
eventually informed the students 
that they were disrupting the 
normal processes of the 
university and requested that 
they disperse within a 
two-minute period. The crowd 
then left Westcott for the second 
time and the rally on behalf of 
the suspended students was 
terminated. 

Student Body President 
Chuck Sherman had spoken 
before the rally yesterday with 
Marshall concerning the 
comricted students and their 

appeals. 

"tasked President MardiBM to 



hold an open hearing in order 
that he might get the views of all 
the witnesses involved," 
Sherman said yesterday. He 
added thM Marshall rapNed that 



he was still undecided as to the 

procedure he would use before 
making his decision regarding 
the appeals. 

President Marshall could not 
be reached for comment.

About 250 of the students 
currently enroilad at FSU 
probably woukln't be attending 
college except for the efforts of 
the Southern Scholarship and 
Research Foundatmn, aoooning 
to Director Don VMIer. 

In the words of one of the 
students receiving aid, "I would 
probably not t>e here at Floridi 
State today, were it not for the 
Foundation's sponsorship." 

"Fountfwl in 1948, the 
Foundation has helped some 
4,000 needy students complete 
tneir euuceuons, vener ■ni. 
This aid comes through allowing 
students to live in 
Foundation-owned houses and 
through a plan for cooperatively 
purchasing groceries at a 
combinad cost of about $1 par 
day per student for room and 
boerd. 

Visitors Welcome 

'A program for students to 

visit prisoners in the Leon 
County Jail is being started by 
Student Government," fob 
Gordon, secretary of community 
affairs, aid. 

The program wouM be for 
students to go to the jail during 
pi.' tic visiting hours and take 
books and new i p e p a rs to the 
prisoners. 

"Most of the prisoners are 
either black or people associated 
with the student community,"

A c oa e ge campus is supposed to be a center of all ideas. Abbie 
ll o ff i na ii has been here. So has William Kunstter and the Rev. David 

Abernathy. Jane Fonda will be here in January. 

The students of state universities should be given the opportunity to 
listen to these people. 

But what about the other point of view, the conservative point of 
view? State Senator Mailory Home recently announced that the Senate 
Judiciary Committee would investigate the selection of speakers on 
state campuses for "betance." He Monttd to see if varied points of view 

are presented. 

But what is balance? Who would balanoe Abbie Hoffman7 Robert 
Shehon? Lester Maddox? Spiro Agnew? 

Conservative speakers are difficult to secure for college speaking 
tours. Tom Slade spoke here last month. But he was campaignir>g for 
the state treasurer's office. Doug Dickey and Bay Graves spoke on the 
Plaza of ttte Americas a few weeks ago and no one couM accuse them of 
being members of the radical left. 

Also, conservative speakers are expensive. We understand that 
WHIiam F. Buckley's speeking fee is upwards of $5,000. Hoffman 
received $1,000 for his Tuesday monologue 

The Sentinel pointed out that Hoffman has been convicted on 
charges of inciting a rk>t at the Democratic Conwantion in 1968 and 
thus it feared the impact of Hoffman's philosophies on the minds of us 
Impressionable college students." But this is rather ridiculous. 

Ken Driggs, an Alligator columnist, writes that, "I don't consider my 
mind such a mass of Silly Putty that 46 minutes of pure Hoffmanese 
wm tend me down the street wi4i a firebomb in each hand." 

Strom Thurmond, certainly not a spokesman for progressive 
movements, spoke here a few years ago.

3-Year Bachelor Degree 

SAN FRANCiSCO-The prestigious Carnegie Commission on Higher 
Education Monday reoommendad reducing the time needed to aam all 
college degrees in order to lower tht drop out rata and cut costs by at 
lost $8 billion during the 1970's. 

The commisnon caHad for a thre e y ear bachelor's degree and 
reductions of one or two years in the time spent earning the doctor of 
philosophy degree or qualifying to praaice medicine. 

"We should naithar o«ar invest the time of students nor the 
'"sources of society in higher education," the organization said in a 
report calling for a complete overhaul of the degree structure in 
American collagas and u nl w anit i a i . 

The changes would save $3 to $5 billion in or>erating costs and at 
least SS billion in construction costs before 1980, commission chairman 
Clark Kerr satd in announcing its recommardations. 

Shortening undergraduate study by a year will mean one million few 
students in 1 980-providing a 10 to 15 per cent cut in operating costs 
and the need for fewer tiuildings. The report was the first issued by the 
commission, created in 1967 to examine vital issues in higher 
Rlucation. 

The majority of iti 10 members are educators, although the roster 
includes busines exacutwes. attorneys and politicians. "The length of 
time spent in undergraduate college education can be reduced roughly 

, one fourth without sacrificing educational quality" was the 

--mission's basic conclusion.

FLAMBEAU 
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Marshall Gives Views On Suspensions

"I have tried to make myself 
available to students and to 
provide them with pfoper 
information about all matters 
concerning them. It is my^ 
personal belief that nothing is 
gained by secrecy." 

After making his statement 
yesterday. President Stanley 
Marshall outlined his views on 
the upcoming appeals of the 
eight students suspended for 
their participation in the 
incident at Bryan Hall on Sept 
28 of this year. Marshall also 
commented on the events which 
took place outside his office in 
Westcott on Monday afternoon. 

Regarding the suspensions, 
Marshall said that he met with 
several administrators on 
Monday morning and raad the 



reports of the three panels for 
the first time. He added that it 
was decided at that time to 
officially inform the invohwd 
students of the panels' decisionB 
and of their right to appeal. 

MarsiwII has not yet officially 
received their appeal, whfch 
Student Defender John Antoon 
said has been submitted to the 
Office of Student Affairs. 

"The main question for me to 
evaluate after I receive the 
appeals will be whether or rtot 
the findings of the three panels 
are reasonable in light of the 
evidence presented to them at 
the hearings," Marshall said. "I 
cannot conduct an investigation 
on my own, for an appeal calls 
only for a review of the 
proceedings up until the point of 
the appeal." 

MarsNril said that he feK H 



would be in his power to reduce 
the penalties placed on the 
students without oompletily 
reversing the decisions of tfte 
panels. He also said that the 
suspensions, if executed, wouM 
only keep those students out of 
the university for one quarter 
and not, as has been speculated, 
for two years. 

Marshall commented on the 
rally at Westcott on Monday. He 
said that he was tied up in 
business at that time ar>d couM 
not speak to the stwtents. He 
srid he requeued Vice4>rKident 



of Student Affaks Robert 
Kimmel to speak to the eludenti 
in his place. 

Because Marshall did not 
appear, the students at the rally 
entered W e stc o t t and were 
eventually a*ed to leiwe b*' 

Kimmel. 

"I am always available to 
speak with students and seeing 
them is one of the most 
important thiny that I do," 
Marshall said. "But it is not the 
only thing I do. and I must 



the right to determine 
my time schedule." 

Marshaii added that he was 
unable then, as well as now, to 
discuss in any depth the aspects 
of the trial and the appeals. Such 
diMuarion, he said, wouM bt 
highly improper in view Of hit 
role in the appeals.

The 'Now Status' 

Of Pesticide Mirex

Or. Robert Livingston and 
Or. Robert Harriss headed a 
discussion last night on the 
status of Mirex. 

Dr. Livingston discussed the 
history of the fire ant, which is 
the target of the Mirex pesticide. 
"The fire ant entered this 
country in the early 1900's. The 
ant is a very aggressive insect 
that injects a venom into the 
skin when it bites. A fire ant bite 
is troublesome, but not lethel. 
The ants build large mounds 
which get in the way of larm 
machinery." 

"In 1957," Dr. Livingston 
continued, "a fire am 
eradication program began due 
to reports from farming 
communities that the ants ware 
destroying land and animals. 
Dieldrin and heptachlor, two 
chlorinated hydrocarbon 
pestkkles, were spread over 2S 
million acres of land, kitting 
dogs, cats, cattle, birds, fish and 
about everything else except the 
fire ant" 

Mirex, a chlorinated 



hydrocarbon, is a derivative of 
DDT and highly lethal to various 
forms of wil<ttife. Such 
pesticides have chronic, k>ng 
lasting effects on wildlife. 

The action taken by the 
Conservation 1970 Task Force 
on Mirex, headed by Dr. 
Livingston, in their first meetirtg 
last week in Gainesville, was 
drawing a series of questions 
concerning the metabolism, 
where it goes and the chronic 
effects of Mirex. 

According to Dr. Harriss, "a 
spokesman from the USDA 
stated that the USDA never 
thought Mirex perfectly safe, 
but it's the best the department 
can do." "When the spreeding of 
the Mirex begins," said Harriss, 
"an area will be isolated, say for 
instance the Ftorida Panhandle, 
spread with Mirex, and an 
additional 25 mile boundary 
area will receive Mirex 
ipreadingt" 

' The USDA will be using 
private artd public land without 
pemiscion of the people within 
the Mirex-spreBd radius," added

Recently released faculty 
propo sals indicate that no exams 
will be allowed to remain 
cancelled because of disruption 
due to bomb threats. 

The power tiehind these 
proposals is the Advisory 
Subcommittee on Bomb Threats 
chaired by Or. Irvin Sobel, head 
of the Department of 
Economics. 

Dr. Sobel explained that the 
committee's interim report 
weired Che academic costs of 
present evacuatk>n prooaduras 
with the danger to human life 
through a poanble genuine 
exptoskm. 

Several universtties faced with 
similar bomb threats have 
adopted strict security measures 
involving the routine Mvch of 
all persons ent 
buiMing, he said. 

The c o mm itt ee is reluctant to 
recommend such hanh 
measures, he said. "We felt that 
would destroy wfiat we were 
trying to achieve et the 
university— an open community 
atmosphere." 

The current policy works on 
the nwiiiHiini that each bomb 
threat is genuine Provisions are 
made for disrupted exams to be 
made up in the iw ree dia t e 
future 

"We think this is the course 
that has the least academic cost 
and the hii^test protection of 



human life, which is our first 
priority," said Sobel 

"However, if this policy fails 
to be effective, stronger 
measures will follow We will not 
tolerate a situation in which the 
univ«r#tv is totalty diarupted. 

"The stronger the policy, the 
more you re going to change the 
academic community for the 
worse," he said. "However, if 
the costs of making up classes 
arnl exams mount, then we're 
going to have to do something 
stronger. 

"I wouki hate to see ihM 
day." he said.

While the United Ststts 
bombed and raided North 

Vietnam this past weekend, 
thousands died in East Pakistan. 

In what has been termed "the 
worst natural disastar of the 
century," The survivors have 
been left helpless. Crops and 
homes have been washed wmimf 
and wells have been 
contaminated bv *ea water. 
Many were severely injured by 
the disaster and are in dire f>aed 
of professional treatment and 
medkal supplies. The presence 
of carcasses has raised thefaer 
that an epidemk may occur. 

The Pakistani government hm 
estimated that over \S0fiO0 
people have died already, whte 
unofficial estimates run upvi^ards 
of 300,000 faolities. Without 
ectensive aid in the fonn of 
food, medicine, clothing and 
fresh water the toll could reach 
into the millions.

As Of TiMMiay. Hon. 24, the 
various countries grantins relief 
have finally stopped haggling 
over who will have tfie glory of 
administering the aid and 
American and Pakistani 
helicopter pilots are no lOf^ger 
quibbling over the issue of who 
ts «> % in the r^ief. So the 
supplies are once again moving, 
after having piled up in Dacca 
for several days while the 
countries argued. 

The United States has 
dispatched eight helicopters and 
some eoorramic aid to help 
alleviate the present situation. 
These efforts are better than 
none at all, however, they are 
smail-scala and token efforts 
Perhaps by examining the 
present situation in the historical 
context the degree of these 
eHorts can be determinad twtth 
more accuracy. 

In April of 1948. the 
Russians instituted the Berlin 
Btocfcade, by which they 
restricted the flow of supplies 
and people to West Berlin. In 
July of that year, the U.4tad 
States countered the blockade 
with the Berlin Airlift which 
iHlBd 324 dey% supplying 
2,400.000 West Berliners with 
13,000 tons of supplies daily. 
The airlift operated 
continuoudy on tf»e level of a 
shuttle service and involved the 
use of over 100 planes. 

Cwitrast this with East 
Pakistan. Over 3,000,000 are 
drastkaily affected by the 
disaster, and to a veeter degree 
than those in West Beriin. 
Presently, 16 tons of supplies are 
dropped each day by two planes, 
and some supplies ar* being 
transported on the Ganges River. 
These are then distributed via 
helkxHMar, etc. Factors which 
magnify the difference in 
amounts of aid are ( 1 ) people in 
Pakistan do not alwtys know 
what to do with the aid, 
therefore requiring more 
administrative attention, and (2) 
areas have been washed out to 
the extant that planes cannot fly 
into the areas directly, making it 
necessary that more helioopten 
be used, along with the diffusion 
of medicai personnel and 



facilities. 

These, however, constitute 
mifior differences. The major 

difference is that the Berlin 
Airlift was not the response to a 
natural disaster, but the response 
to an artificially created disas-tP' 
whch Russia had imposed T u 
fact that America acted in the 
interest of several million people 
is not to be negated. However, it 
is important to remember thdt 
American ethics were dictated 
largely by political 
considerations. Americans could 
pat thefnselves on the back as 
they were being so generous and 
ethical, but the fear of 
communism was certainly v 
important factor. 

The events that toad to t'^ 
present status of East Pakistan 
were not politkal in nature It s 
now well over a week since the 
disaster occurred, and although 
there were several mitigdtmq 
circumsiwtces, the fact remans 
that the U.S. has not dispatched 
very much ,iid. 

Farmers m the U.S dispose 
of surplus food and are often 
paid not to raise crops. 
Meanwhile, people in East 
PSkistan and in much of tfie 
vyorld, including our own 
country, starve. The Vietnam 
Mar continues; the U.S. had little 
problem drumming up 250 
planes, sofne helicopters, the 
personnel and other necessary 
equipment with which to bomb 
North Vietnam this past 
weekend. But then, that was 
politKai. and politics take 
precedefKe. 

Perhaps it is time the 
American people reexamined 
existing priorities. If a situation 
involving so-called "American 
interests", is at stake, ^meriM 
wwmestheroleofan unlimited 
warehouse. Unfortunately. East 
Pakistan does not seem to 
hnmadiately involve "American 
interests." The warehouse is 
nriore or less ctosed. 

Before we pat ourselves on 
the back again, let's look at what 

is really happening.

Some environment experts 
visualize future dramas of 
disaster that seem to border on 
science fiction.

In theory, the planet will warm 
up, the icecaps will melt and the 
ocoens will rise 60 feet, 
drowning the world's coastal 



cities. 

Other scientists argue the 

exact opposite-they point out 
ihat the earth's average 
teniperature has dropped by 
two-tenths of a degree 
Centigrade since 1945, though 
the carbon dioxide content of 
the air keeps rising every year. 

To explain this phenomenon, 
many eoologists think that 
various particles in the 
atmosphere are reflecting 
sunlight away from the earth, 
thus cooling the planet. Since 
about 31 percent of the world's 
surface is covered by low clouds, 
inaeasing this cover to % 
percent through pollution wouM 
tteop the temperature about 4 
degrees C, enough to start a 
return of the Ice Age.

President Chuck Sherman mm

Jnarijuana at 11 p.m. 
Thanksgiving Day. 

Sheiman and two FSU co-eds 
g»e apprehended by Patrolman 
Chud( Deckard in a pwk IB ailf 
rrtze, suburb of Pensacola. 

According to Gulf Breeze 
>ief of Police Gerald Rich, 
Sherman is charged wUh 
Msseswon of "a little over half 

ounot of mariiuana, enough 

•eight to ten cigarettes." 

Ridi said that the co-eds who 
with Sherman at the time 

the arrest were not charged. 

The arraignment was 
sfeauiec December 7 by 
Santa Rosa County Judgt 
MKhael Gibson. Sherman «w 



released on a $1 ,500 bond. ^ 

Concerning the uni\^|fi/tv's 
reaction, Pat Hogan, director of 
university relations, said, 'TTie 
matter is expected to be referred 
this week by university judicial 
officers to the student iudicial 
system. 

"Until some disposition is 
made of the case, I don't think it 
wouM affect his services as 
student government president," 
Hogan aid. 

Hendrix Chandler, corporate 
secretary of the Board of 
Regents (BOR), noted that 
under 1970 Florida legislation 
effective October 1, university 
officials have the authority to 
suspend Sherman if they judge 
fit 

If he is convicted on the drug 
charges he will automatically be 
expelled from the state 



university, said Cnandler, and 
not allowed readmittanoe for a 
period of one year. 

Under the 1969 legislation, 
Sherman would have been 
suspended from the university 
pending his hearing. Upon 
conviction, he would not have 
been readmitted for two years. 
Chandler explained. 

The latter provision has been 
in effect for only a week, he 
said. 

In any event, "This is a 
decisran to be made by the 
authorities of Santa Rosa 
County," Chandler said. 

The university administration 
has not released an official 
opinion on Sherman's arrest at 
present.

Prize winner in Physics. Dr. 
Dirac is currently a visitinj 
distinguished professor at 
Florida State.)

Somewhere amid the glass 
and steel of the vast aience 
complex at Florida State, Paul 
A. M. Dirac, worid-famous 
mathematical physicist and 
Nobel laureate, sits quietly 
calculating the consequences of 
his latest theory. 

A visiting distinguished 
professor during the fall quarter 
at Florida State, Dirac is the 
second Nobel Prize winner to 
lecture on the campus. Robert S. 
Mulliken, who won the Nobel 
Prize in chemistry in 1966, 
lectured here for several years in 
the Institute of Molecular 
Btophysics. 

Somewhat of an anachronism 
in a world of space travel and 
modern conveniences, Dirac 
shuns telephons and autos for 
quiet, peaceful walks and the 
solitude of his office. 

"The first time I ever 
answered a tetephone was at the 

ige of 24." saw Dirac. "when I 
to visit Niels Bohr at his 
institute in Copenhagen. 

Although he would prefer to 
vMlk his wife Margit drives him 



to his office in the Keen 

Building every morning. Then he 
makes up for the lost exercise by 
avoiding the elevator and 
walking up the four flights of 
stairs to his office. 

Sometimes, when he has 
come to a temporary impasse 

with his calculations, Dirac can 
be seen lost in thought, strolling 
back and forth along the 
.levated walkway connecting the 
4iysics and nuclear research 
laboratories. 

After putting in a full day 
attending seminars and working 
at his desk, Dirac likes to walk 
the two or three miles to his 
home in west Tallahassee, in 
time to have a cup of tea. 

A giant in modern physics, 
Dirac is best known for his 

pioneer work in the 
development of quantum 
•nechanKS, which won him the 
Nobel Prize (jointly with Erwin 
Schrodinger) in 1933 at the age 
of 31. 

He was bom in Bristol, 

England and while at Bristol 
University he studied 
engineering and graduated at the 

age of 19. 

"When I graduated, there was 
J depression in England and I 
couMn't find a job, so I decided 
to slay on at the unhwrsity and 
;tudy mathematics," said Dirac. 

' He won a research fellowship 
to St. Jphnsi 1 Coiifge ;ipi i 



Cambridge University and there 
became absorbed in the exciting 
developments of the time whfch 
were taking place in physics. 
When he was 24 he received his 
Ph.D. and a year later was 
elected a Feik>w of St. Johns. 

At the age of 30, he was 

appointed to Cambridge's most 

prestigious chair, the Lucasian 
Professorship, which has been 
occupied by such scientists as Sir 
Isaac Newton. 

Although Dirac does not 
accept honorary degrees, he has 
received countless honors from 
the world of physics. He is a 
Fellow of the Royal Society and 
was awarded the Society's Royal 
Medal in 1939 and the Copley 
medal in 1952. In 1961 he was 
electee' a member of the 
Pontifical Academy of Sciences, 
though he wouldn't dream of 
using the title of "Excellency" 
which goes with the office. 

"It is very interesting," he 
commented, "that every time a

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Faculty Action Group Elects Officers

The Faculty Action Caucus 

(FAC), an organization 
described by immediate past 
pres id en t Dr. James R. Fisher as 
a group of concerned faculty 
members, elected new officers 
Wednesday, Nov. 25. 

President is Dr. Roy J. 
Ingttam, Department of AduK 
Education; Dr. Frank Maier, 
Department of Economics, is 
vice president; secretary is Merte 

Coon, Department of Urban and 
Regional Development; and Miss 
Lillian Mohr, home economics, 
is treasurer. 

Dr. Fisher, profesor of 
chemistry, outlined the pwevious 
goals and accomplishments of 
FAC in a recent interview with 
the Flambeau. Fisher began his 
discussion by defining what he 
meant by concerned in his 
description of the group as a 
whole. 

"Concern in reference to 
FAC is student-oriented," he 
said. The members of FAC 
believe in the insuring of 
freedom of expression in the 
university community and the 
protection of individual rights 
within it, both as consumers and 
f)eople." 

Examples by which FAC has 
worked toward this goal Fisher 
gave as the raising of defense 
funds, in cases involving rights to 
dissent; the investigation of the 
Health Center and the 
continuing efforts for 
improvement; and the provision 
of means for student-faculty 
communication. 

Specific cases in which FAC 
has raised funds for defense of 
people arrested in violation of 
their right to peacefully dissent 
were the ACLU case dealing 
with the recognition of student 
groups such as the YSA; Ruth 
Moore's case arising out of the 
war protests at the First 
Presbyterian Church, and the 
probable future monetary 
support of the students arrested 
at the airport. 

Fisher said that the FAC had 
also donated money for the 
defense in a marijuana case. This

Vietnam Issue Going Underground! 



To the Editor: 

It appears that Vietnam is 
dying as an important political 
issue since the plan of 
Viefnamization was begun The 
American people seem to wani 
to forget the shame of Vietnam 
and are ready to accept the 
appearance of a solution in place 
of facing up to the isHMS 
involved and forcing basic policy 
change. This compounds our 
national tragedy by failing to 
challenge the people and ideals 
that got us into Vietnam to 
begin with. 

In effect, the Vietnam! zation 
plan continues the Pentagon's 
program in Vietnam but at a 
tolerable level. But the issue is 
not how much aggression 
America can afford. One can 
agree with Dougtas MacArthur 
that, "Anybody who commits 
the land power of the United 
States on the oominent of Asia 
ought to have his head 
examined." We can follow how 
this hnaon was translated into 
economic terms by Martin 
Eccles, former member of the 
Federal Reserve Board. "In the 
past five years, we have had an 
expenditure on Vietnam alone 
of over $125 billion. Our total 
federal deficit for the same 
period is around $7S billion. So 
if we didn't have Vietnam, we 
would have a surplus of over $50 
billion. We would heve no 
inflation. We would have been 
able to avoid cutting back on 
many of our essential domestic 
ne^" 



There is no doubt that Nixon 
has learned the lessons of 
MacArthur and Eccies. 
Vietftamization costs only $10 
billion a year Of course, that 
$10 billion is the money that 
could be spent on domestic 
needs. Of course Nixon has 
transferred tl»e "savings" from 
Vietnam reduction into other 
military spending through 
hidden budget maneuvers so as 
to maintain budget deficits with 
its resultant inflatiwi and 
unemploymerrt. But at toast we 
are going downhill at a slower 
rate than we did under Johnson. 

But the lesson of Vietnam is 
not to cut expenditures bade to 
the maximum aggression we can 
afford Rather, we need to 
follow the true conservative 
economy of Robert M e Wa m a re. 
hasL'd on the concept that, 
"Certainly we have no charter to 
rescue floundering regimes who 
have brought violence on 
themselves by deliberately 
refusing to meet the legitimate 

expectations of their citizenry.

Two Students 
Arrested In 
Tampa March

Two FSU students were 
arrested on the campus of the 
'University of South Florida in 
Tampa early Saturday morning 
following a Friday night 
candMi^t march in protest of 
ihe Vietnam war. 

The candlelight march, 
sponsored by the USF chapter 
of ttte Student Mobilization 
Committee to End the War 
(SMC), attracted over 3.000 
persons and was conducted 
without incident according to 
FSU SMC spokesman Jeff 
Frank, one of the arrested 
students. 

Frank sakl that following the 
candlelight march several 
Yippies decMed to hold an 
all-night pop festival on campus. 
In an effort to prevent the pop 
festival. Frank saW, the Sheriff 
of Hillsborough County got a 
court injunction prohibiting 
persons from being out on the 
campus after 1 aan. 

At 3 a.m. the sheriff came on 
campus and arrested 57 persons. 

Frank said he and the other 
student were not on campus 
when the porice came and when 
they got a ride back to campus a 
member of the riot squad patrol 
Sae MARCH, pg.

Pinkman said he refused to 
move, and that Leon County 
Sheriff Ray Hamlin put his hand 
on his shoulder and told him he 
was arrested. 

The extent of his resistance, 
Pinkman said, was that he took 
Hamlin's hand off of his 
shoulder. 



Pinkman said the police 
forced him to the (round. 
Pinkman said that forcing people 
to the ground was a police tactic 
which made it look like the 
grounded person was resliting 



"Nothing would have 

happened had it not been 
instigated from the other side," 
nnkman said.

ordered iwek into th« press site 

by Secret Servicemen and were 
told they would have to cover 
the story from that aree only. 

Local reactions to the 
incident at the airport were 
expressed by Malcolm Johnson, 
editor of the Tallahassee 
De mocr a t: 

"With some evident 
exceptions, they (students) were 
phony brats exuding superficial 
knowledge, afraid to stand and 
speak alone and revelling in the 
security of the crowd. 

"Most of them will grow to 
rational maturity. One or two 
may bomb a church or shoot a 
judge. And it's hard to tell, in an 
editor's or a detective's glance, 
which is which," he said. 

The 13 students arrested at 
the airport rally by the Sheriff's 
Department were bailed out 
about 10 p.m. by a community 
bail fund collected by a group of 
cofKerned students.

Seal Livers 
Contaminated 
Willi Meicury

WASHINGTON (UPI)-Two 
government agencies reported 
Thursday finding deposits of 
mercury in seals' livers so large 
that health food Uood-tauRdkig 
pills made from them are 
possibly hazardous. 

As a result of the discoveries, 
the government is now testing 

ocean fish, the seals' diet staple 
which previously was presumed 
free of the oontaminatjon. 

George Y. Harry, director of 

the U.S. Marine Mammal 
Biological Laboratory, Seattle, 
Wash., said the mercitfy 
concentrations were "just 
amazing," ranging from 19 to 
172 parts per million, compared 
to the Food and Drug 
Administration's maximum safe 
level of 0.5 parts per million in 
human food. 

Harry said the Seattle 
laboratory tested livers of seals 
cau#it this year off the U.S. 
West Coast and the Pribiloff 
Islands southeast of Alaska. All 
of more than 50 seal livers tested 
contained mercury, he said. 

After hearing of tfte Seattle 
discovery, the FDA said it tested 
the livers of seals killed on the 
PrilHloff Islands in 1964 and 
freeze-dried by a California 
health food firm which makes 
seal livar puis as a "blood 
btHtdar." 

The FDA found mercury 

concentrations of 40 to 57 ppm 
in the livers, and 30 ppm in the 
pills. FDA scientists said the pills 
were a "possible moderate 
health hazard." 

The manufacturer, Randal's 
Nutritional Products, Inc., Santa 
Rosa, Calif., voluntarily recalled 
the pills from health food 
outlets in nine states, the first 
time a food product has been 
recalled under FDA supervision 
for mercury contamination. 

Dowi^ B. Randal, ^ 
firm's president, said he picked 
seal livers for his pills years ago 
"because they come from an 
animal most free of 
contaminants."

Two Students 
Arrested In 
Tampa March

Two FSU students were 
arrested on the campus of the 
University of South Florkla in 
Tampa early Saturday morning 
following a Friday night 
cancMeli^t march in protsat of 
the Vietnam war. 

The candlelight march, 

sponsored by the USF chapter 
of the Student Mobilization 
Committee to End the War 
(SMC), attracted over 3,000 
persons and was conducted 
without incident according to 
FSU SMC spokesman Jeff 
Frank, one of the arrested 
students. 

Frank saM that following the 

candlelight march several 
Yippies decided to hold an 
all-night pop festival on campus. 
I n an effort to prevent the pop 
festival, Frank said, the Sheriff 
of Hillsborough County got a 
court injunction prohibiting 
persons from being out on the 
campus after 1 a.m. 

At 3 a.m. the sheriff came on 
cvnpus and arrested 57 persons. 

Frank saki he and the other 
student were not on campus 
when the police came and when 
they got a ride back to campus a 
member of the riot squad patrol

for charges against the law 
enforcement officers. 

AN of the arrested students 
gave tfiair names to the crowd. 
Some of tliem gave accounts of 
their arrest and the 
circumstanoai surrounding their 
arrests.

"It could have happened to 
you.

Pinkman said he refused to 
move, and that Leon County 
Sheriff Ray Hamlin put his hand 
on his shoulder and told him he 
was arrested. 

The extent of his resistance, 
Pinkman said, was that he took 
Hamlin's hand off of his 
shoulder.

problems of the state. His most 
recent move was the takeover of 
the Manatee County scfraol 

system, whereby he set himself 
against the courts and the law in 
opposing "forced busing." 

Other actions whk:h Kirk 
now finds himself defending are 
his obtaining and use of funds. 
The Governor's Club, founded 
last year to be composed 
primarily of state appointees and 
receivers of government 
contracts, has come unpleasamly 
home to Kiffc in his campaigning 
this year.

NEW YORK (UPI)-Although 

a classmate remembers him as 
being "shot full of rectitude," 
Richard Nixon once broke into 
the dean's office at Duke 
University Law School to find 
out his academic standing, it was 
reported Sunday. 

This incident and Nixon's 
talent at the poker table were 
disclosed in a Life magazine 
cover story about "The Young 
Nixon," t>ased on interviews 
with friends, relatives, 
cldssmates, teachers and others 
who knew the President in his 
early years. 

Nixon was third in his class at 
the end of his first year at Ouke, 
but apparently too eager to wait 
for the second year list to be 
published, he and two 
classmates, Fred Albrink and Bill 
Perdue, "broke into thf dean's 
office during the summer to find 
out where they stood," Life 
said.

Nixon developed into a poker 
player while serving as a Navy 
lu'uti'n.int on Green Island in the 
Solomons during World War II, 
the magazine said. "His

Laring Norman Jackson and 
Everett Rams speak in a Black

Gelling an intefview with 
I Rains was the first step In 
answering the question. There is 
no simple answer but a 
composite of the ideas whkh

Everett Rains is president of 
I iie Black Student Union (BSU). 
He and another brother, James 
IkMillon gave their ideas on 
slack life from the ^Mtto to the 



rrght to segregate itself, ' Rains Says 



future. 

Blacks from their own 
viewpoint do not have an 
aggressive attitude in their 
relations with whites. Blacks say 
their attitude is mainly a 
defensive reaction to the racist 
attitudes of whites. 

"I feel a minority has the 
human right to segrefl a te itself 
from the majority until It can 
work efficiently with that 
RMtiority. FSU now has a hostile 
white majority and it would be 
to our own detriment to work 
within it," Rains said. 

McMiilon s reaction on this 
topic was the idea that children 
do not have preiudices but learn 



them as they grow up. He said, 
"When I first came to Florida 
State, I was a moderate; but 
from being exposed, over and 
over, to unjustified white hatred 
I became frustrated with my 
own ideas." McMiilon felt he 
was slowly pushed into a more 
activist attitude.

"Blacks are getting tired of 



living in a white society," said 
Rains. "They are ouUidan who 

cannot hide their differences." 

Even ghetto life is a part of 
white society, noted Rains; 
because it is forced on blacks by 
whites or, at least conditions 
dominated by white influence. 

Rains suggested introducing 
tribal dances and exposing 
young blacks to tfwir own 
culture. 

"They have to be exposed to 
their own culture before they 
can accept it. When I was in high 
school we had a Black Heritage 
Week and to me it was very 
important. It gave me something

Kennedy is a hot lawyer.

Communication 

President &anley Marshall has recently held a series of 
dinner get-togethers at his home. Student senators, 
fraternity and sorority presidents, and other student 
leaders have been invited to his home for dinner and to 
discuss current campus problems. 

This is a step in the right directk>n. As Student 
Government stationery announces, "To communicate is 
the beginning of understanding." 

It remains to be seen if this communication with 
President Marshall will eventually lead to understanding. In 
the past, the president and the Florida State 
administration have either had trouble understanding 
students or have not tried. 

Student Senate has been overridden in its budgetary 
allocations. Studem Senate has been overruled in its 
reco^tkm of seweial campus organizations. 

Marshall may now have a good thing going. However, 
communication must go beyond a social gathering. 
Marshall mint sit down with students to seriou^ discuss 
issues and policies. 

Communication is a two-way process. It will not work 
if one skle or the other refuses to participate or 
participates in bad feith. At the present time, the burden is 
on Marshall to demonstrate that he is acting— and will 
continue to act— in good faith. 

If Marshall is to fulfill his obligations as presklent of the 
university, he must honestly seek to communicate with 
students of all types-independents, Greeks, radicals and 
conservatives. 

Then he must honestly pursue policy objectives with 
principal consideration given to the needs and desires of 
the students and feculty, not to the needs and desires of 
influential politicians. 

it is politically popular to talk about a "small minority 
of radicals" who are causing disruptrans on campus. 

It is politically smart, and in the k>ng run in the best 
interests of everyone, to drop the rhetoric and sit down to 
discuss in a ratronal atmosphere the problems that arise. 

Beskles keeping a tot of people from getting upset, such 
discussions coukJ prevent a flare-up which could be 
politically embarrassing to many people. 

Nowhen the shoukf there be such vast opportunitiei 
for communication and ratkNHi proUenveoMng than in a 
university atmosphere.

At a permd in history when 
rapid communication and 

cannpaign technology nave 
enabled skilled political 
technicians to capture entire 
voting patterns with well edited 
and "made-up" candidates, it is 
crucial that the Nixon-Agnew 
style of campaigning be studied 
by the voter before his decision 
is made. 

What analysts have called the 
most expensive off-year election 
in the nation's history, some S68 
million will be spent, may have 
more far-reaching aspects than 
most Washington officials would 
like to speculate upon. 

A strong pro-Nixon-Agnew 
endorsement of those who favor 
the Nixon-Agnew policies and 
the "new conservatism" of the 
Republican Party wouM signal a 
sharp right turn in the Anterican 
life-style.

HovMwer, and fortimately for 
the health of the country, it is 
unlikely, according to the 
pollsters and analysts, that the 
Nixon-Agnew campaifp will 
succeed in electing its hand 
chosen candidates. The analysts 
posit that the tactKs of the 
touring White Hotae team has 
not set well with the great 
"silent majority" of Americans.

Children Need Tutors 



To the Editor: 

Many of the students of this 
university wartt to be involved in 
the school or its community. 

There is one group of about 15 
students which has found its 
place of ifwohtement in tutoring 
children in an elementary school 
in Gadsden County, and they 
need more people to help them. 

The goals of the tutorial 
program are to give the children 
adult friends and to help them 
academically. It was originally 
planned that each tutor would 
work with one or two children. 
In this way, the tutor couki get 
to know his students and 
understand their problems. 

However, the school went 



overboard in its excitemerrt over 
getting help for its students. 
Each of the tutors has from five 
to 16 students at the present 

time, and the principal of the 
school is trying to get more 
students into the program. But 
having such a large student-tutor 
ratio defeats the purpose. 

These children desperately 
need help. Many of them do not 
know how to concentrate. The 
attention span of some of them 
is very short. And they all need 
help with reading and math 
skills. 

The children are responding 
very well to the tutoring 

sessions. However, we are going 
to have to disappoint some of 



them by telling them that tht 
wHI have to drop out of the 
program because we cannot 
provide enough tutors for them 

The Gadsden Tutond 
Program desperately needs 
people who are willing to 
become involved in tutoring It 
requires from three to four 
hours a week— from 2:15 to 'l 
p.m. on Tuesday and Thursday 
afternoons.

The university cannot expand 
black education to the point 
which is desired. Rains said the 
BSU has to take up this slack 
and the university has to think 
of the students, not just money. 

As for what the future holds, 
both Rains and McMillon were 
pessimistR. Rains sees a drift to 
polarization of black-White 
attitudes into two separate 
cultures. He reasons that this 
will happen because the 
dominant white culture refuses 
to recognize that the two 
cultures can work harmoniously.

Dickey said 192-pound senior 

Brad Powell will replace 
Buchanan, a 206-pounder from 
Pensacola. 

Franco ranked as the Gators' 
second leading scorer with 29 
points.

Cross Country 
Team Shines 

Using a surprise fifth place finish by sophomore Del Ramers to pave 
the way, the Fkirida State cross country team brought home fourth 
place this weekend at the Southeastern NCAA Regional Championships 

held in Atlanta. 

The Seminole runners took fourth despite some rather adverse 
circumstances that may have cost them at least second place if not the 
top spot. 

William and Mary finished first in the meet with Southeastern 
Conference power Tennessee taking second and the University of 
Kentucky fmishhtg third. Tennessee scored only nine points less thaa 
the Seminoles while the Wildcats of Kentucky were six points ahead. 

One of the factors that may have caused the Seminoles the meet was 
the fact that Ken Misner was having a bout with a bad cold as welt asa 
muscle strain. These probably caused the steady runner from FSU to 
only finish tenth instead of his usual first or second. 

Another of the adversities was when Bobby Brooks became ill at 
about the halfway point in the meet. The illness forced him to stop for 
about 30 seconds and in that time he fell from 14lh to 23rd, the 
positkm that he finished. 

Overall, however, the showing was "much improved over the sixth 
place finish registered last week at Callaway Gardens Invitational," 
according to head cross country coach Dfck C. Roberts. 

Roberts was extremely pleased at the effort by Ramers and called 
his fifth place finish "his best performance since high school." 

RoberU was Ramers' coach at Dunedin High School two years ago 
where Ramers set the state high school record in the mile wi4t a time of 
4: 10, one that still stands today. 

In his freshman year Ramers was hampered most of the season with 
various illnesses and didn't really get going untB late In the track season. 

In the early meets this season he hadn't been that impressive either. 

The number four man in the meet was freshman Mark O'Brien who 
finished one place behind Brooks in 25th. Jack Wise was the other 
Seminole finisher, taking 35th. a much improved performance over this 

108th place last week. 

Roberts sakl that it was a set of "unfortunate circumstances" that 
cost the team second, but still said that the si^ shov*ed more 
progress than the week before. 

The fourth place in the meet qualifies the team for the NCAA 
Chtnnpionships later this month. Roberts does hot know, however, if 
the whole team will make the trip or not. 

Next meet of the schedule for the team will be Monday against the 
University of Florkla. The Gators have had a disappointing season to 
this point but will certainly be ready to give the Seminoles a tussle 
when they come to Tallahassee. 

The meet will begin at 4 p.m. and will take place on the new course 
which is located ton the University golf course.

Two Florida State students 
charged Tuesday that while they

chairman. 

l-t was "some sort of 
sensational smear," Elmer 
Rounds, the campaign manager 
said as he denied the charges. 

Rounds said it was apparently 
a last minute attempt to 
discredit Askew. 

The two students were Dan 
Simons, a 22-year-old senior and 
the chairman of the FSU Young 
Republicans, and Bob Murray, 
22, of Stanford. They said they 
plan to swear an arrest warrant 
against Rounds. 

Simons sakJ that the pickup 
truck he and Murray were using 
to post Kirk signs shortly after 
mklnight. was fired on at least 
four times. 

Both Simons and Murray saki 
they got a dear kx>k at the 
gunman when he stopped his car 
near a streetlight. They both said 
it was Rounds. 

Simons quoted the gunman as 
saying, "Peoprfe that mess with 
signs get shot at." 

Tallahassee police reported 
that they are investigating the 



Rounds was quoted by the 
TallahasBee Democrat as saying 
polkx had "passed it off as a 

wild story." 

Formal complaints were filed 
t>y Simons and Murray, and 
police said the issue is presently 
pending further investigation. 

Rounds toM police that he 
and his wife were out eating in a 
restaurant at the time of the 
alledgad incMent.

more than 50 or so students 

actually paid their dues and were 
entitled to wear a 'Don't Q'JBL 
with QUVL" button, many 
students and faculty members 
were in sympathy with their 
objectives, and ainnost everyone 
in the university community felt 
that tfiey had nothing against 
the members of QUVL at all, 
txit just didn't want their sister 
to marry one. 

The group was not "officially 
recognized" by the University 
but it seemed to thrive. 

But such fortuity was 
short-lived. One day. QUVL's 
publicity chmrman went to the 
offices of the student 
newspaper, the Flimflam, and 
seasonably tendered a classified 
ad for publication in the next 
day's newspaper. It «ms a brief, 
unobtrusive ad which read 
simply, "2 4-6-8/Horses, pigs 
and CO ws are great ! " < 

"We won't run it," said the 
editor. "Local merchants, upon 
whom we depend heavily for our 
own operating revenue, have 
already objected to your 
previous ads, and have 
threatened to discontinue all 
advertising if we run another 
one. It's nothing personal, you 
understand-l think you guys are 
great; it takes all kinds, you 
know-but we can't operate 
without money. You see. only 
550% of our budget comes from 
state funds, and we have to 
depend on local advertising for 
the balance." 

Disappointed, the publicity 
chairman went to the Dean of 
Student Activities, but he 
declined to offer any relief on 
tfw grounds that: 

(1) QUVL wasn't an 
"officially recognized" group, 
and 

(2) the aims of QUVL are 
contrary to state law. 

(The Dean was referring to 
Q.S.A. Sec. 800.01, which reeds:

According to Paul Ehrlich, 
ijirecior of graduate study for 
the Department of Biological 
Sciences at Stanford University. 
:ie 3% bmiOh people who nam 
lae on our globe can do so only 
the expense of the 
:ansuntption of non-ranewibi* 
lesources. Today's tedtrtoloay 
cpuld not maintain 3H billion 

eople without "living on 
capital" as we are now doing. It

uid permanently maintain that 

.mber. 

Somewhere between 4 and 10 
'Million people will starve to 
:eath this year. In Asia and 
Africa the life expectancy is 43 
'0 bO years and the average 
-nual income is $125. In India 
>: is estimated that only alxMit 
one person in 50 has an 
adequate diet, and the calorie 
supply is not sufficient for 
s-jstaining one normal woricday.

At the same time, man has not 

intervened to lower the birth 
rate. As a result of the 
disci eparicy baM^aan birtfi and 
death rates, there has been a 
rapid increase in the numbers of 
people crowded onto tha earth. 

The growth of population is 
now so rapid that according to 
Dr. Ehrlich, "the multitude of 
humans is doutiiing every 35 
yeers. 

"In many underdeveloped 
countries, ttw doubling time is 
between 20 and 25 years. 
Consequently, the countries 
wouM also have to douiile their 
human resources as well. They 
would have to train enou^ 
doctors, lawyers, teachers, 
fudges and all tha rest so that in 
22 years the number of all these 
profeKionals would be twice 
that of today. Such a task would 
even be impossible for a 
pxDwerful, industrialized country 
with agricultural surpluses, high 
literacy rate, fine schools and 
communications, etc., such as 
the United States," he sakj. 

According to Dr. Ehrlich, 
"One major reason why we have 
not managed to defuse the 
population bomb is the 
perpetuation of a series of 
fictions v^ich tend to discount 
ttw problem or present fantasy 
solutions to it. These fictions are 
eagerly believed by many people 
who show an all-too-human wish 
to avoid facing unpleasant 
realities." 

The population explosion is 
not over. Althou]^ the U.S. 
birth rate has hit record lov« 
(around 16 per thousand per 
year), it has not approached the 
death rate, which is around 9 per 
thousand per year). The 
population problem concerns 



the U.S. as much, if not more, 
than underdeveloped countries. 
Considerlftg tha problems of air 
arvl water pollution, poverty, 
clogged highways, overcrowded 
schools, inadequate courts and 
iait. urban bH^, ate. tha US. 
has more people than it can 
adequately maintain. 

Much of the land on earth is 
thou^t to be uncultivated, but 
virtually ail of the land which 
can be cultivated with known or 
forcsoooble methods is already 
under cultivation. 

Science has not found a new 
way to feed everyone. In the 
distant future, some foods wilt 
ba produced synthetically in 
large quantity, but not in time 
to help with the crisis that now 
taasmarttind. 

Family planning has not baan 

successful even in places like 
Japan. No country has been able 
to bring its population undir 
rational control. 

Dr. Ehrlich asseru that "we 
must, as the first step, get a 
majority of Americans to 
recognize the simple choice: 
lower the birth rate or face a 
drastic rise in the death rate. We 
must divert our attention from 
the treatment of symptoms of 
the population explosion and 
start treating its cause. It is 
already too late for us to survive 
unscathed. Now we must make 
dacblons designed to minimize 
the damage. 

"America today reminds me 
of the fabled man who jumped 
off the top of a SO-storv 
building. As he passed the 
second floor he was heard to 
say, 'Things have gone pretty 
well so far.'" he said.

Some of his officers search for 
tfie alleged bomb while others 
worlc outside, protecting 
inquisitive bystanders from the 
possible consequences of their 
curiosity.

12:30 p.m. No bomb is 
discoverad.

bomb threat, and the one before 
this one, arKi the one before 
that. 

This bomb scare, like the 
other two, was not dramatic. No 
one was hurt. The Aisiness 
Building stHI stands. 

Tanner noted the results: at 
least 600 class hours wasted, an 
hour for each of fourth perkxJ's 
students and conceivably for 
some of fifth period's. 

"These bomb threaU aren't 
so bad for the administration or 
the faculty," said Tanner, back 
in his office.

ATLANTA (UPI)-Archie 
Manning, the South s candidate 
fior the Henman Trophy, is bring 
upstaged by Auburn's Pit 
Sullivan. 

Manning, the Ole Miss senior 
who «ras second to Purdue's 
Mike Phipps in last year's 
balloting for All-America 
quarterbadc, is having a fine 
year— especially when you 
consider that he's played his last 
three games with a pulled groin 
musde. 

But Sullivan, a junior, has 
been sensational. 

Each week Sullivan seems to 
get even better. He was the 
regional Player of the Week after 
Auburn handed Tennessee its 
lone loss so far this season and 
again after the win over Georgia 
Tech in which his coach, Shug 
Jordan, said he'd never seen his 



Those were only tuneups for 
this past Saturday when Pat 
passed and ran for five 
touchdowns and 384 yards in 
AutMirn's 63-14 rout of Florida. 

That put Florida Coach Doug 
Dickey, who was the Tennessee 
coach last year when Manning 
led Ole Miss to a 38-0 romp over 
the Vols, on the Sullivan 
bandwagon-elthough Dickey 
has no intentkm of favoring one 
over the other. 

"There was nothing you ask 
of a quarterback that Sullivan 
doesn't provide," says Dickey 
who adds that the Auburn 
quarterback, "is all he's written 
up to be." 

That's reniinscent of what 



Bill Battle, the man 
succeeded Dkdcey as coach at 
Tennessee, had to say after 
Sullivan led the Tigers to a 36-23 
win owr his Vols. 

Sullivan moved past 
Stanford's Jim Plunken and Bob 
Parker of the Air Force to 
become the nation's 
major-college total offense 
leader thanks to that 
performance against FkMrkla. 

Pat's now gained 1,907 yards 
in seven games for an average of 
272.4 yards per game and he 
leads "Archie Who?" in jusi 
dxHit every offensive caMgory 
you can name. 

Manning, who has played one 
less game than Sullivan, has a 
218.8 yard per game offensive 
average with Sullivan leading 
him in touchdown passes, 13-11, 
and in touchdown responsibffity, 
18-17. 

Sullivan played in the shadow 
of Manning and Ftorida's John 
Reaves last season. Reaves, the 
national passing champion, set a 
new Southeastern Conference 
total offense mark with 2,852 
yards and Mannirtg took over the 
all-time No. 2 spot with 2,261. 

Sullivan, with an 1,892 total, 
wasn't even tops in his own state 
since Alabama's Scott Hunter, 
who has been hurt this year, 
took third in the conference 
with 2,157. 

But Jordan, loyal to his own 
player, said then, and again 
before this season began, that he 
wouldn't trade Sullivan for any 
of them. 

Althou^ the fact almost 
slipped unnoticed at the time. 
Manning took over the SEC 



career total offense lead from 
Steve Spurrier in his last outing 
two weeks age a^lnst 

VandertMlt. 

Archie, who stiH has four 
games to go, has now gained 
5,295 yards-five more than 
Spurrier, now with the San 
Francisco Forty Niners^ gained 
in his career at FtorkJa. Spurrier, 
by the way, was the South'slait 
Hetsman Trophy winner. 

Manning is also dose to some 
other SEC career marks. He's 
only four shy of the 57 pass-run 
touchdowns Babe Parilli 
accumulated at Kentucky two 
decades ago; he needs only 17 
more pass completions to top 
Spurrier's record of 392; and 
he's only 375 yards short of 
Spurrier's ail-time conference 
passing mark of 4.848. 

Ole Miss fans are hoping that 
the extra week's rest, occasioned 
by switching the Ole Miss-LSU 
game from last Saturday to Dec 
5, will mean that Archie wHI bo 
his former self when the Rebate 
meet Houston this weak. 

Sullivan, in the meanwhile, 
will be on display before his

Aiabama-LSU. 

Those Rebel fans want 
Manning to get a hustle on 
toward that Heisman Trophy.

The Democrats increased 
their grip on the House with a 
firm net gain of six seats, with 
races still undecided in Alaska, 
Kentucky, Massachusetts and 
North Dakota.

Although it was a great day for the Democrat s 
yertar d ay, it was sad for the 18 to 21 year-old age group as 

an amendment allowing this section of the population to 
vote was soundly defeated. Also downed by an even larger 
margin was the amendment to allow this group full adult 
rights and reqionHtiilities. 

For a ooupte of years, liackers of these amendments 
have been fighting Congress to get it on the ballot and with 
this defeat, it looks like it may be many more years 
before anyone can talk them into putting it on the ballot 
again. 

It seems rather ridiculous that laws exist in Florida 
alkming a 17 -year-old female to leave her home and, if her 

parents wish to keep her there, they have no alternative 
but to have her arrested and yet she cannot vote until she 
is 21. 

In the case of males, they can register for the military 
wfien they are 17 yeers old with their parents' permission, 

are required to register when they are 18, and can be 
drafted when they are 19, but yet cannot vote. 

A 17-year-old, if arrested in Florida, can be booked into 
1^ county jail rather than the juvenile detention home 
which accommodates everyone 16 years of age or younger. 

There are many other arguments which can be 
presented in favor of alkiwing this age group the right to 
vote but apparently middle age and older voters are 
disillusioned because of the images being projected of 
youth by the news media. 

All youth do not use drugs, participate in 
demonstrations, wear long hair or any other assortment of 
dassifications which indicate a change in the ideate of 
young America today. There is still a majority, althouf^ 
usually silent, who believe in the basic democratic ideals of 
the nation and should be given a chance to express their 
eonoem Gonstructraaly. 

There is still a fiber of hope for these 250,000 some 
potential voters in Florida as a law which passed Congress 
enabling 18-year-okls to vote effective Jan. 1, 1971 is 
beingtested in the federal oouru. 

Let us hope that those of us who are still in thb age 
bracket or have passed into the 21 years of aga and older 
wilf remember our sentiments if this sams 
comes before us when we reach middle i 
youth a chance to show that they ( 
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Very strange . . . 
The great "silent majority" 
spoke Tuesday but iu words 
were garbled in translation at the 
polls. The response to the law 
and order campaign was 
generally inconclusive and the 
voters seemed to answer the 
Nixon Agnew tour of states with 
a puzzled "huh?" 

Millions were spent to 
capture statehouses and U.S. 
Senate seats. However, the 
voters were unimpressed artd 
elected whom they pleased 
where they pleased in spite of, 
or less often, because of Mr. 
Nixon's p r ese nce in their state. 

One general view can be 
gleaned from the strange results 
in the 35 races for the United 
Stttes Senate and that is that the 
American people as a M^wle are 
a lot more discriminating in their 
voting patterns than m«iy give 
them cfecfit for. 

The coat-tail theory in many 
states went out the window. 
While John GMHgn, a libiiai 
Oamocrat. amawirl a 60 percent 
vote teilge in the Ohio 
gubernatorial race, the U.S. 
Senate candMate in Ohk> was 
narrowly defeated. This 
non-coat-tail trend was also seen 
in California, Maryland, 
Nabraika and HReMgan where a 
liberal Democratic Senate 
candidate failed to pull in a 
Democratic governor aMmu^ 
he gained 71 percent of the vote. 

The voter selectivity can be 
attributed in large fart to major 
issues in individual states which 
either helped to defeat 
ncumbents or elect new 
political faces. For example, in 
Tennesne the liberal anomaly in 
the oonaervatiwe border state was 
turned out of office after 18 
years-Albert Gore. The issue 
there was the daim by the 
opposition tfwt Gore was really 
a displaced northern Senator and 
they succeeded with the help of 
Gore's voting reoord. 

In California, the issue for the 
Senate was the business 
.-nproprieties of George Murphy 
in his association for a $24,000 
salaried pocltion with

Senator. The issue was also 
Senator Murphy's health and the

PENSACOLA (UPI)-'They 
said we couldn't do it, didn't 

they? They said no one from 
west Florida had been governor 
for 100 years, didn't they?" 

Reubin Askew had just done 
it, and for a moment he gloated 
just a little. 

It was really something, he 
said, for a Presbyterian elder 
from way out at the Florida 
panhandle, who wasn't even 
supposed to make it through the 
primaries, "to get the attention 
of the President, the Vice 
President, cabinet members and 
even Martha Mitchell. 

"But as I said at the airport 
yesterday, the President is gone, 
the Vice President is gone, 
Martha Mitchell is gone, and 
Claude Kirk was all alone." 

It was the moment of victory 
for the 42-year-old state senator 
who a few years ago considered 
turning to the ministry instead 
of politics. Balloons floated 
overhead in the spotlights of the 



municipal auditorium, the crowd 
swigged pop and cheered and 
cheered. 

There was even a sign, when 
Askew walked in at 9:40 p.m., 
that said "Askew-Muskie."'When 
it went up, the crowd howled. 
Askew smiled, put his hand over 
his heart in mock alarm at such a 
suggestion, then mentioned for 
the sign to be taken down so he 
could talk. 

'They said we had broken 
every rule in the book in telling 
the people what needed to be 
done and suggesting solutions. 
But that's what we dki. 

'We carried the campaign to 
the people— they wanted a new 
tone in Tallahassee, a new face, a 
new approach." 

He said it would be 
"presumptious" for him to feel 
that everyone would consider his 
electnn a mandate for his "tax 
the rich" tax reform program. 
But, he said, "I would hope 
there wouM be some legislators 
who woukl see it that way."

Amendments 

The proposed amendments to 
lower the voting age and the age 
of majority to 18 were decisively 
defeated by Ftorida voters 
Tuesday 

The amendment which would 
have given the 18 year olds the 
right to vote was defeated by 
about 720,000 votes cast against 
and 480,000 votes cast for. The 
amendment giving 18 year olds 
the legal rights of an adult was 
defeated with about 769,000 
votes cast against and 410,000 
votes cast for the proposal. 

The two amendments which 
passed in the election both 
concerned conservation. 
Amendment No. 4 called for 
increased money for sewage 
treatment and Amendntent No. 
5 called for restricting land sales 
so that state-owned lands can be 
sold only in the public interest. 

All other amendments failed. 
Rejected amendments were 
proposals for reforming the 
courts, increasing terms of state 
representatives, and school

He promised to fulfill his 
campaign promise to spend a 
week of every month in Florida 
"to keep in touch with the 
people." 

He said he doesn't necessarn, 
mean seven consecutive day- 
but a total of a week eac 
month in the state. Me also 
r^ected Cramer's contention 
that this would be impossible 
because of the voting 
requirements of the Senate.

An attempt to 
bring responsive government to 
Ftorida State, tfiey are manned 
by workers who note all 
complaints and refer them to the 
proper auttwrities, Lenmger 
said. 

The scope of the suggestions 
that have been received at the 
tables ranges from the service at 
the Union cafeteria to ttw 
university parking system, 
Gordon said. 

Frequent complaints, 
according to Gordon, include 
the cost of football and 
basketfaell tkkets, the foreign 
language requirement, tfte 
check -cashing regulations of ttie 
Student Dqjository and the lack 
of typewriters in the library, he 
said. 

One of the nnany suggestions 
proposed thus far is additional 
communications tables in the 
cafeteria, where interested 
faculty and students could meet 
for coffee and an exchange of 
ideas.

"Many of the workers are graduate students in psychology, social 
^rk counseling or eduertion vnho receive course credit, " Dr. Tyler 
"but several voJuntaers an working solely for the personal 

contact." 

Although most of the present workers are in some way connected 
with counseling, any FSU student is eiigibie to work on the phones. A 

volunteer is first screened and then undergoes a training program which 
consists of practical on-the-job training and instruction in telephone 
behavior. 

The center has infomwtion conoeming almost ail aspecu of 
university life and can refer students to the proper agency if they do 
not really need the counseling service. "We are glad to give out general 
information if it makes students more familiar with the telephone 
seo/ice," Dr. Kalafat safcl. 

But the real purpose of the center is to help people in a time of 
pffsonal crisis and provide an immediate listener for those who need 
someone to talk to. Someone on a tad trv or a flirt wfio has discovered 
an unwanted pregnancy would not feel particularly at. mm calling the 
Office of Information Services. 

As Dr. Tyler points out, "FSU is a large, impprsonal place and the 
telephone counseling service can provkle conf kienttal listening when 
fades or other personal problems mount tensions. 

"Our only problem so far has been business," Dr. Cook recently 
said, "but once something like this is started, it must be continued in 
order to be valuable."

Confrontation —Revolution In U.S.

Dr. David Am m ar m an of the 

FSU history deptartment spoke 
on the topic of "Revolution" in 
the Strozier Library Lecture Hall 
Wednesday. He was the second 
speelcer of ttie LibnHy Autttor 
Series, a program of speakers on 
the general theme of 
"Confrontation," sponsored by 
the undergraduate (Svision of 
Strozier Library. 

In his lecture. Dr. Ammerman 
pondered the problems faced tiy 
revolutionaries of tfw 1770'$ and 
the 1970's, and the techniques 
which were used and could 
possibly be used to implenwnt 
revolution. 

The understanding that 
revolution connotes violenoe or 
at least some form of coercion 
was presupposed by Dr. 
Ammerman. From this 
perspective he dealt with 
economic and social implications 
involved in revoLlic. He drew 
a number of analogies between 
the American Revolution of the 
1770's and the revolution 
FK>ssibly brewing in the United 
States today. 

In the process of comparing 
the orgmizational characteristics 



of the two revolutionary 
situations, Dr. Ammerman said, 
"Those of you who would be 
revolutionarws really should 
study Sam Adams." 

Adams was instrumental in 
the organization of the first 
American Revolution through 
the Committees of 
Correspondence. Such 
organization is lacking in 
revolutionary efforts today, 
according to Dr. Ammerman. 

Speaking further of 
present-day revolutionary 
efforts. Dr. Ammarman pointed 
out that the Boston Massacre 
and the Kent State Massacre 
haw baan used in sinyiar 
fashions as points of unification. 
Circumstances differed, 
however, in other areas, 
Ammarman said. 

The news media is 
est a b I ish ment-oriented today, 
whereas the opposite was true in 
the 1770's. Social paranoia was 
centered around the British, who 
were played up as villains in the 
1770's, but is pointed at 
dissidents today. 

One similarity noted by Dr. 
Ammerman was the general 
peaceableness of would-be 
revolutionaries for the most

not involved enough for the 

initiation of a revolution, and 

the masses are not organized 

well enough, he said. 

Ammerman made two 
predictions about revolution in 
the United States today. First, 
violent revolution is extremely 
unlilcely without economic 
deprivation, which does not 
presently exist. Second, violent 
revolution is more likely from 
the extreme rl^t than from the 
extreme left. 

When asked during a brief 
questioning period after the 
speech about the recent 
Nixon-Kirk-Cramer rally, 
Ammerman said that he 
attended with the intention of 
being very orderly. However, he 
said, upon hearing some of the 
comments the speakers made 
atx)ut liberal U.S. Senators, he 
found himself booing.

of which to be proud. It is also a 
system responsive to needs and 
changing times, he added. For 
this reason, Belli is now seeking 
the right of juveniles to trial by 
jury. 

In explaining why he felt 
juveniles shouW heve therij^it of 
trial by jury, Belli cited the case 
of a 13-year-old youth accused 
of stabbing a 28-year-okl 
woman. The woman was 
believed to have attempted to 
molaM the boy. Under present 
law there is no chance for trial 
byiury. 

According to Belli, the U.S. 
UnHdrmed Code of Military 
Justioe (UGMJ) is the 



protective of indivMual ri#its of 

any judicial system in the world. 
Under the UCMJ, an accused 
may choose between a judge or 
jury, giving him every 
opportunity for the fairest trial 
possible. 

"A jury can be emo«or«l," 
he saM, and can therefore be 
prejudiced against a defendant t, 
cases where a judge, trained tu 
cope with erootionai appeals, 
wouM not be. 

Belli sakl it is the lawyer's j^,' 
to find the goodness in each 
person. This was his reply to th« 
question of why he would 
defend a person whom he knew 
to ba guilty.

Statistics Faculty To 
Host Moth Institute 



Florida State will host an 
Institute in Statistics for 
mathematics teachers in (X}l leges 
and junior colleges next summer 
under a 348,000 grant from the 
National Science Foundation. 

The Institute will be under 
the direction of Dr. Fred 
Leysieffer, associate head of the 
Department of Statistics. 

Dr. Duane A. Meeter, 
associate professor of the 
Department of Statistics and 
consultant to the Computing 
Center, will be responsible for a 
major portion of the 
instructional program for the 
Institute. 

In discussing the purpose of 
the Institute, Dr. Leysieffer 
pointed out that there currently 
exists a shortage of personnel 
trained in statistics. 

"By offering this Institute to 
teachers at junior colleges, we 
hope they will interest their 
students in pursuing further 
studies in statistics," he said. 

Participants in the seminar 
will be provided with an 
overview of modern statistics as 
well as instruction in applied 
statistics and methodology. 
Seminars on curriculum 
development will be included. 

They also will have the 
opporttmity to discuss problems 
relevant to their home 
institutions with members of the 
faculty of tiie Department of 
Statistics here. 

An additional dimension in 
ihe insiructional program of the 
Institute will feature the use of 
remote terminals to the 
University computer. Dr. 
Meeter, through a grant from the 
Florida State Division of 
Instructional Research and 
Service, has developed 
innovative techniques involving 
the use of the terminal facilities. 
This feature is partiBiiiarly 



relevant to teachers from small 
colleges since the computer 
facilities available to them, if 
ttiey exist at all, are quite likely 
to be restricted to remote 
terminal facilities to a large 
computer located off campus.

Germans HoM 
Elections 

WIESBADEN, Germany 
(UPI)-Chancellor Willy Brandt's 
year-old Social Democrat Liberal 
coalition government ' won a 
major vote of confidence 
Sunday in elections for the 
Hesse State legislature. 

Brandt's Social Dennocrats 
and Foreign Minister Walter 
Scheel's Free Den-ocrats 
together won more than half of 
the vote despite m^r gains by 
the opposition Christian 
Democrats. 

Attention focussed primarily 
on the Liberal Free Democrats, 
who came through with hardly a 
scratch. Had they not cleared 
the 5 percent vote hurdle needed 
to enter the legislature, there 
were fears the Party would 
collapse on a national level, 
bringing down Brandt's 
coalition. 

With 41 of the 55 electoral 
districts counted, the Social 
Democrats had 46.1 percent of 
the vote, a loss of 4.9 percent 
from four years ago. The 
Christian Democrats had 39.6 
percent, a 13.2 percent gain. The 
Free Democrats had 10 percent, 
a loss of only 0 4 percent. The 
results would give the Social 
Democrats 53 seats in the 110 
seat legislature, the Christian 
Democrats 46 and the Free 
Democrats 11. 

The poll of the National 
Democratic Party, which other 
parties call neo-Nazi, was 
reduced by about two thirds, 
preventing it from entering the 
legislature. The National 
Democrat Party had its first

The service will encompass 
the Big Band area of Florida, 
which includes eight counties, 
with Tallahassee as the focal 
point of operation.

WASHINGTON-Matthew Byrne, executive director of the 
President's Commission on Campus Unrest, said Sunday college 
adminisfrators are taking "a more realistic stand" about the necessity of 
dealing firmly with campus violenoe. 

He also said the underlying causes of last spring's violence are still 
present on many campuses. 

The Indochira war has been a major source of student dienation and 
"there would certainly be a reduction in the tensions that exist on tfw 
campuses today if the war were ended," Byrne said. 

PHNOM-PENH-A 10,0004nan task force of Cambodian and South 
Vietnamese troops opened a campaign south of Phnom Penh Sunday 
and made almost immediate contact wntli Communist units entrenched 
in a hawNy wooded area, military sources said. 

The sources said the AMiad force battled briefly with the 
Commurtists, than pulled back to permit its support artillery and air 
cover to attack the Communist positions. At least one South 
Vietnamese was killed and five wounded in the fighting, they said, and 
five other South Vietnamese were wounded in sporadw fighting 
elsewhere in the operation. 

VATICAN CITY-The Vatican newspaper L'Osservatore Romano 
backed President Nixon Friday in his rejection of a liberal n^iort by the 
presidential commission on pornography. 

The newspaper said a wave of pornography in the United States and 
Europe showed a lack of civilization. 

L'Osservatore noted Nixon had defined the commission's findings as 
showing "moral weakness." "Such judgement is true," it said. 

DETROIT-Negotiators for the United Auto Workers (UAWI and 
General Motors (GM) appeared to be moving closer toward settlement 
of the GM strike, now 35 days oM, but the union denied a settlement 
was "imminent." 

UAW President Leonard Woodcock sent telegrams Thursday to ^ 
delegates of the UAW-GM conference, calling them to a meeting in 
Detroit next Wednesday. 

These delegates are the top offteials of the 155 union locals at GM 
plants around the nation, and regional officials. 

JERUSALEM— Premier Golda Meir met with her cabinet in 
Jerusalem for SV: hours Sunday amid reports that Ivael -may soon 
return to the U.N.-supervised Middle East peace talks. 

Arab leaders continued efforts to settle the Jordanian crisis and 
revive the Arab Eastern Front against Israel. 

The guns remained silent along the Arab-Israeli fronts where a de 
facto truce has been in effect »nce the expiration of the 90-day 
U.S.-initiated ceasefire on Nov 5 

Egypt has agreed to another 90-day extension while Israel has said it 
will not fire unless fired upon first 

WASHINGTON-A team of nfedical and law students working for 
Ralph Nader said Sunday the medical profession is not protecting the 
public from incompetent doctors. 

The team called for a presidential board to s«t up quality control 
standards for doctors. 

'The almost complete lack of internal quality controls in the 
medical profession has allowed a large measure of very poor medicine 
to be practiced," the team sakl. 

GREENVILLE, S.C.-White parents smashed windows of a newly 
integrated high school Friday wtiile white and black children fought 
inside the building. 

Five students were hurt, none seriously, in the fighting at Berea High 
School in suburban Greenville. County police were called to the scene 
and they quickly restored order. 

The fight apparently started after a group of black students went 
before Principal Lloyd Voyles to demand that sheriff's deputies be 
stationed in the school to protect blacks and that the high schod band 
not play "Dixie" at football games.

State Law School, ttie thirteen 
students face charges ranging 
from disorderly conduct to 
aMBuKand batter y. 

Gordon noted that Section 
877.03 of the Florida Statutes 
(diaorderty conduct) states, 
"Wfioever commits such acts as 
are of a nature to corrupt tfte 
public morals^ or outrage the 
sense of public decency, or 
affect the peace and quiet of 



persons who may witness them, 
shall be guilty of a 
misdeameanor." 

"If everyone were arrested 
who committed the acts 
described in these statutes in the 
presence of an officer, the whole 
city of Tallahassee would be 
behind bars," Gordon said. 

Gordon added, "Certainly the 
language used by police officers 
is at leest as profane as that tned 
by any student. It's not a rarity 



for a student to be called a 
'commie so^of-a-Wtch' by one 
of the local gendarmes who is 
sugiposBd to be protecting the 
puDHC tnoraiik 

Gordon said that Student 
Government and the Faculty 
Action Gaucus were working 
together to raise the estimated 
$500 needed for the defense of 
the thirteen. 

"We're going to need money 
to pay the cost of a court

Hope for a new America was 
expressed in a speech on 'The 
Coming American Revolution" 
by Bill O'Kain, Southern 
regional traveler for the Young 
Socialist Alliance.

The libraries of Leon County 
have joined in a cooperative 
effort to draw attemion to a 
probtem which they all share, 
but which is little 
raoognized-the mutilation of 
books. 

Displays illustrating the 
damage people do to books have 
bean set up in the FSU Strozier 
Library and the Tallahassee 
Community College, Florida 
A&M, Leon County Public and 
University School libraries. 

Florida State Director of 
Libraries Orwin Rush said that 
the extent of damage to library 
books caused by people cutting 
out pages or even sentences or 
by writing on pages is not 
genersHy realized. 

As an example, he cited the 
208 periodical volumes in the 
Social Sdenoes division alone 
that have from one to four issues 
missing. The library is trying to 
replace these issues, but because 
some are not available they 
estimate that 70 percent of these 
volumes will have to be bound 
incomplete. 

"This means," Rush said, 
"that with a conservative 
estimate of 20 artidas par 
volume, sonrte 2500 artkdes wHi 



be lost to library users." 

Summing up the essence 6f 
the campaign. Rush said, "We 
are sure that if people are aware 



of the extent of the damage and 

of the inconvenience to others, 
they will be more willing to help

KEY BISCAYNE, F la. -President Nixon is confident his 
Vietnamization policy wrill have eliminated the Indochina War as a 
domestic political issue before the 1972 election, a White Hotna 
spokesman said Monday. 

Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said Nixon believes "his policiet 
will work . . . and that prior to 1972 the South Vietnamese situation 
will be well under control and will not pose a problem to the United 
States as it has for the past six years." 

WASHINGTON-The Supreme Court refused Monday to rule on the 
Massachusetts legislature's effort to ham the Vietnam War declared 
unconstitutional and to bar the Defense Pep a tUiietit from sending state 
residents there to fight. 

By a 6-3 vote the court refused to hear Massachusetts' deliberate test 
case on the legality of the war. Its brief order gave no reason, but 
Justwe William O. Douglas, one of the three dissenters, issued a written 
opinion arguing the court should have accepted the case and 
subsequently ruled on It. 

DETROIT-Negotiators for the United Auto Workers and General 
Motors Monday went into a marathon bargaining session which may 
produce a tentative settlement of the union's 56-day-old strike by 
Tuesday. 

As negotiators prepared to spend the night working out details and 
language of a reported GM proposal which would cost the company 
well over $2 billion over tfiree years in wages alone, ttie union toM its 
ruling body-^the International Executive Board <IEB)-to be in Detroit 
Tuesday. 

Marathon negotiators and the news blackout imposed on main table 
talks Oct. 30 are the traditional signs that agreement is at hand, subject 
to ratification by the union s 375,000 members at GM. 

WASHINGTON-The president of Kent State University said 
Monday a special grand jury report on the killing of four students there 
threatens a c ad em ic freedom on every major American college can^>us. 

Robert I. White made the charges in his first public statement on the 
Portage County (Ohio) grand jury 's decision October 16 to indict 25 
persons and virtually dear National Gu a r d a m e t i of Mame for ^ 
tragedy last May. 

"In my opinion, the grand jury report was inaccurate, disregarded 
dear fnridenoe, and, if pursued in all its nuances, would eventually 
destroy not only Kent State but all major universities in America," 
White said. 

The university president specifically took exception to the grand 
jury's finding that Kent State officials were largely responsible for the 
slayings because they aHegedly followed a policy of general 
permissiveness, failed to control radical e ie roent s and over-ennihaslzed 
the right to dissent. 

"We hold no brief for lawbreakers or for disrupters," White said. 
"But neither is the academic community a place where ideas-no mattar 
how offensive-are to be suppressed." 

PHNOM PENH— Communist forces launched a series of coordinated 
attacks against government military positions and towns northeast of 
Phnom Penh Monday while a 6,S00-man allied task force sought 
unsuccessfully to make contact with Communists south of the capital. 

CAPE KENNEDY -Apollo 14 covered its first 3% miles to the moon 
Monday, rMing a giant tractor from its assembly building to the firing 
pad for its final 12 weeks of launch preparations. 

"It was a big milestone for the Apollo 14 crew this morning, I can 
guarantee you that," said conmiand modhjie pilot Stuart A. Roosa. 

Roosa, along with pioneering space commander Alan B. Shepard and 
lunar module pilot Edgar D. Mitchell are scheduled to set out on the 
nation's fourth moon landing mission at 3:23 p.m. EST January 31. 

TALLAHASSEE-Senate President Jerry Thomas said after 
discussions recently with both the outgoing and incoming governors 
that "it's a safe bet" there will be no spedai session of tfie legisiature on 
insurance or taxes before next January. 

"Of course I can't speak for the governor," the Jupitar Democrat 
said in a telephone interview, "but the Senate will not be in 
after November 17's one-day organizational session."

Three games were decided in 
the closing seconds in the 
National Football League 
Sunday as the New Orleans 
Saints, Los Angeles Rams and 
Oakland Raiders came from 
behind with less than five 
seconds remaining in each game. 

Los Angeles scored a 
touchdown with two seconds 
left on the clock to tie the 
Atlanta Falcons 10-10. The 
Rams had fallen behind in the 
third quarter 10-3 after holding 
a 3-0 lead at halftime. 

The tying TD came on a four 
yard pass from Roman Gabriel 
to Willie Ellison, capping a 79- 
yard drive racing the clock. The 
drive was the first time all 
afternoon that Gabriel 
connected with his receivers 
consistently.

Then, with three seconcfe on t>w 
clock, Blanda coolly booted a 52- 
yara field goal to give the 
Raiders the victory. 

Philadelphia held Miami 
scoreless for three quarters, then 
choked off a Dolphins rally as 
the Eagles won 24-17. The 
Dolphins made an effort at a 
comeback behind the 
pass-catching of Paul Warfield 



and Willie Richardson, but could 
not overcome the Eagle's lead. 

John Stofa, who came in for 
Bob G raise in the fourth 
quarter, hit on touchdowns to 
Rkhardson for 27 yards and 
Warfield for 52 yards. 

The Eagles, however, had 
buiJt a 24-point-lead in the first 
three quarters behind the passing 
of Norm Senead, who tossed 
three TD's in leading the Eagles 
to their first victory this season. 
It was the first time since 
November 23, 1969, for 
Philadelphia, endirtg a 16-g8me 
string of defeats.

Phone Bill Increases 
Affect City Residents

Recent resignations at the 
University of South Florida 
student newspaper. The Oracle, 
have resulted In the publication 
being cut back from two 
editions a week to only one. 

The troubles began this 

ekend when the editors of 
Tne Oracle decided to publish a 
cartoon and an editorial on the 
editorial page. The cartoon 
depicted a policeman, in full riot 
gear, pointing a bayonet at a 
rabbit and asking 'Where is your 
I D., boy?" 

The cartoon referred to the 
an^est of 53 persons by riot 
police at a peace rally Oct. 31, 
after they stayed past a 2 a.m. 
curfew. 

Prior to printing, the director 
student publications at USF, 
ihur Sanderson, ordered both 
<'dltorial and the cartoon to 
withdrawn. 

The editorial referred to the 
oended USF professor 



contained blatant 
Sanderson said. 

Jane Daugherty, who was 
aditor of the Oracle, said the 
errors were due to the fact that 
oertam important information 
was not known when the 
editorial was written. 

"We resigned over the manner 
in which this cartoon was 
pulled," Miss Daugherty said. 
"We were assured that we would 
be consulted before any 
cartoons were pulled. 

"We knew they had the 
authority to pull the cartoon, 
but they had just given us the 
assurance they wouldn't do it 
without cortsulting us," Miss 
Dau#ierty said. 

"It wasn't censorship " Mary 
Ellen Moore, maru^ing editor of 
The Oracle, said, "ft was because 
of procedure." 

During the weekend, 11 of 
the 22 paid news staffers 
resigned, including the editor 
and Jack Snow, the associate 
editor. 

As of Tuasdfv 



four of the 11 had returned to 
the newspaper. 

Miss Moore was named 
temporary editor, replacing Miss 
Daugherty who has not negated 
her resignation. 

Miss Moore said the cartoon 

will appear in today s edition of 
The Oracle, as part of a news 
story. "It won't be on the 
editorial page," she said. 

Except for the cutback to 
one edition a week. Miss Moore 
doesn't expect much change in 
the newspaper.

To maintain a balance in 
rjture, all ecosystems require 
iour basic elements. Inorgviic 
fcubstances (gases, minerals, 
ompounds), producer plants 
hich convert the substances 
Into food, animal consumers 
vhich use the food and 
decomposers (faecteria and 



fungi) which turn protoplasm 
into usable Substances for the 
producers. 

Green plants, as key 
producers, have the power to 
grasp the energy from the sun 
and obmbine it with e lem en ts 
from air, water and rocks into 
living tissue (the vegetation that 
sustains animals^ which in turn 
add their wastb to natural 
decay). 

It is this reuse of the decay 
that builds productive topsoil. 
Yet, the process lalces 500 years 
to create one good inch of 
topsoil. 

The process is also governed 
by strict laws of life and 
balance. The first is adaptation, 
in which eech species has its 
own ecosystem where it finds 
food and shelter. Also, all 
animals have a defenshw mMure 
to increase the birth rate aixl 
decrecise the death rate. It is 
therefore required to hold the 
population within the limits of 
its food supply.

Although he was a controversial figure in both the 
United States and his own native France, his nation and 
ttw world moum fus dMth. 

De Gaulle dedicated his life to France, leading ttw way 
during World War II to regain the country from Germany. 
' After tfie war, he oontifNied to lead France, detormmed to 
piece it Nili in the world. 

His means of attaining this end often tirought criticism 
from Americans, French and others. 

The fact remains, however, that the man did help 
France to recover from the ashes of the Second World War. 

France and the world sorrow at their loss. 

Alma Mater 

"High o'er the towering pines, our song we raise ..." 

So begins the Florida State Alma Mater. We didn't 
know the rest of the song, «(oept for the last 
part-"FS-U." 

Interested in knowing exactly what was contained in 
the song whidi is roughly comperable to the nation's 
"Star-Spangled Banner," we checked the Pow Wow, FSU's 
student handbook that is distributed to help students learn 
the operations of the university. 

No mention is made in the Pow Wow denoting the 
existence of an Alma Mater, much less the words. 

However, in the Pow Wow, there are two FSU songs, 
the fight song and Hhe "Hymn to the Garnet and the 
Gold." 

"Here's a hymn to the Garnet and the Gold, ringing 
to the sky; 

Here's a hymn to the men and women bold, sing mth 

heads held high; 
living e'er to seek, to know, fight for 

vkrtory; 

Alma Mater, this our song to you. 
Echoes F ... S ... U ..." 

We didn't have to look up the words to this song. And 
we suspect that fewer students would have to Uxk up 
these words than the words to the Alma Mater. 

We finaHy cKd find Urn words to the Alma Mater; they 
did nothing for us. Unlike the Hymn, die Atme Meter just 
doesn't make it. 

We've listened to the music that goes with both songi 
also. The Alma Mater is musicelly deed; the Hymn is 
vibrant and alive. Especially the arrangement which the 
Chiefs use, the music is exciting and moving. 

Not so with the Alma Mater. In regular phrases, it rises 
and falls, just like the words. One can aim<»t expect the 
next phrase. 

We like the hymn. For us, it does what an Alma Mater 
is supposed to do— portray tfie spirit of the university it 
represents. 

There has been some talk around Student Government 
about changing the official university song to the Hymn. 
Let's do it. 
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M«iy definitions have been 
postulated to explain the nature 

of the "hippie" or "freak." 
Sociological definitions have 
attempted to explain tha 
organization and values of tha 
culture. It seems that tha 
"ffWk" akauW ba raprdad. not 
iTi terms of superficial 
dUfmnnces, but in the light of 
the easantial simitaritiac of the 
"hip" and the "straight" 
cultures. 

People identify with this 
culture for various reasons. 
Some are politically alianated. 
marry are socially alienated, and 
some simply need an identify 
which provkles security and 
comfort. 

The "fn^" is part of a 
supposedly oppositional 
subculture. But this subculture 
all too often is merely a mirror 
image of the larger culture. The 
main difference is that one set of 
superficial values has been 
traded for another. 

The "freak" has traded 
"straight" clothes for "hip" 
clothes, the beer can for a joint, 
short hair for long hair. 
American capitalism, a 
phenomenon frequently 
regarded as being dehumanizing 
and exploitative, has been 
replaced by what I shall call "hip 
capitalism," an endeavor equally 
exploitative; in regard to its 
cultural overtones, it is more 
hypocritical. A Uip to the local 
"head tfMp" rfKMid indiorte 
this. 

Several other facton remain 
in this simplifted analysis, and 
these constitute the most tragic 
aspects of the culture. These 
factors do not always exist in 
harmony with one another or 
Wnnw TUB mawnuBi, nowwvw, 
all these patterns are noticeable 
within the various etementt of 
the culture. 

Despite the emphasis placed 
upon brotherly love and 



tolerance, the "freak," in his 
t'iti>ractk>n with members of 
:ociety outside his culture, is 
ofttn surprisingiy intoleram. 

XNvard the so-called 
" can aan« as an 
exampla. 

The "freak" has polarized 
sodety to the extent that the 
sodBty can turn its a twnt to n to 
the "hip" fjeople and away from 
its primary problems. The recent 
elections can aarwe as an 
example. CandidMas ware able 
to harp on the law and order" 
them* and exclude mora 
essential matters. This is the 
course the Nixon administration 
fPHows, and c|uite successfully 
too. And In part, the "freak," by 
virtue of his all-too-often 
intolerant and undignified 
behavior, is responsible. 

The second tragic factor is 
that frequently many "frsaks ' 
are not truly dedkated to the 
ideas they espouse. It is not hard 
to realize how hypocritical it is 
for a person to go to church on 
Sunday and then practice a life 
style which differs from the 
Sunday sermon he readily 
accepted.

Stage lights were dim, and a few people were seen busied in the 
Fine Arts Building Theatre. An actor moved to center stage. 

"You look like a fuschia pork chop!" chortled a voice from the 
audience. The actor, a principle in the production of Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern are Dead, grimaced and surveyed his costume-brown 
leatards, a pale shirt, and a sweeping lavender cape. 

An avant-9n^ HanM, Rotmemtz and GuHdenstem will open 
tomorrow night in the Fine Arts Building Theatre. Tickets are $3 genoral 
admission, $2 student. 

Directed by Richard Meyer, the production is the second of the 
1970 71 Theatre Season. Featured in the play are Giiette Elvgrin as 
Rosencrantz and Walter Atamaniuk as Guildenstern. The Player, 
another important figure in the production, is Ralph Allison. 

Termed "an actor's show" by Meyer. R & G presents a great 
challenge to both Elvgrin and Atamaniuk, who never leave the irtage 
throu#wut the production. 'This is a big burden," sakl Meyer, 
"because there is never a moment's relaxation for either of the leads." 

A fairly recent script, R & 6 won several awards during its New 
York run several seasons ago. According to Meyer, it is still in repertory 
theatre in England. "This is really an English piay," he said. "It pokes 
fun at Shakespeare, and especially at the English Theatre." 

A great deal of effort has been made to achieve the precision 
needed for the show's comedy, which is often in rapid, split-second 
sequences. "A great deal of the script appears for the first time as 
nonsense," said Meyer, "but after lookingat it closely, you realize that 
it is a complex piece of writing." 

Work has also been done to keep a balance between the comedy 
and philosophic content of the productk>n. "You can make a case for 
existential philosophy out of it," saW Meyer. "But it is a very funny 
piay, and a very bright play." 

"It's the kind of play you keep discovering something about each 
night, " he continued. "It's pat together in tayers-and there are six 
possible ways that it oouid be produced."

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Bomb Threats 

TTie latest prank in the tag of tricki of tliB imniBtiiw on 

our campus seems to be the bomb threat. 

It appears that a lot of people have nothing better to do 
these days than to pick up a telephone and call Campus 
Security, reporting that there Is a bomb in one of the 
buildings on campus. 

Snoe this quarter began, there haw been nine such 
reports-seven in the last ten days. Threats have been made 
against Montgomery Gym, the Business Building, the 
Bellamy Building, the Williams Buikling and the 
Piychotogy BuikKng. 

No building seems safe from such a threat these days. 

When a bomb scare is received by campus police, the 
threatened buikfing is cleared immecRately. This is done 
for the safety of all concerned. 

It then takes approximately one hour to search the 
building to make sure that there is no bomb. 

This is expensive not only because it demands the 
services of all campus policemen, plus Tallahassee firemen, 
but because it costs students ^r\d faculty members very 
valuable time. 

It costs you, the students, most. Sure, we know it was 
fun getting out of class early that first day, or nice became 
you got two extra days to study for a test, but think about 
it. You paid for the right to attend that dass; every ciaiB 
you miss costs you money. 

Figures compiled from information ^ven by Campus 
Security show that in all, recent bomb scares have cost 
3,850 working hours of various students, faculty and staff. 
Hours missed because of the silly pranks of some immature 
students who get their jollies by calling in a bmnb threat. 

As a warning to the bomb threat callers, we would like 
to advise them as to what might happen if they are caught. 

According to Fkiridi Statute 790.163, a person 
convicted of reporting a false bomb report can be 
sentenced up to 10 years in a state prison. 

No silly prank is worth 10 years in a state prison.

In 1952 when Richard M. 
Nixon assumed the office of 
Vice President his role was 
quickly established as "traveler" 
for Pres i dent Eisenhower to 
various foreign capitals. The 
formulation and implementation 
of the foreign polkry was not his 
duty at that time, for that was 
left to the chief executive. 

Vice Pr e side n t Nb(on was also 
the chief campaigner in those 
years for Mr. Eisenhower. He 
«ws constantly touring the SO 
states during his eight-year 
tenure. 

The year was 1958 when 
Richard Nixon began his first 
campaign to enter the White 
House as a permanent resident. 
He toured Europe, Russia and 
South Amerka, receiving mixed 
reactions. 

His broad rapport with 
intematiorral figures, however, 
went unrewarded, as he was 
defeated in his bid to become 
the 34th President. 

After another defeat in 1962, 
this time for the California 
governorship, Mr. Nixon made 
his famous "no more Nixon to 
kicit around speech" and 
resumed his law practice. 

The White HouK "bug" 
caught Mr. Nixon once again, 
however, and he became a strong 
party man in 1964, touring this 
country and Europe on behalf of 
the Republican party more so 
than on behalf of the nominee

in 1968, Mr. Nbcon reshaped 
himself into tt» new "wxW 
leader" rather than the old 
"touring veep" mold into which 
he had been cast for more ttian a 
decade. 

On January 20. 1969.

inaugurated. Somehow, 
however, in all the glory and gala 
that folkiwad, Mr. Nixon seemed 
out of place in a city where he 
had spent two decades. 

The oohimnists and humorists 
made light of the line "make no 
mistake about it, I am the 
President." The cartoonists 
portrayed him as waking up in 
the nwrning not believing that 
the campaign was over and that 
the victory whk^ he had sought 
for a decade was his. 

Yet, as ttw two-year mark of 
his adminisMtkm approaches, 
Mr. Nixon's role as "world 
leader" has failed to mattrid!i<'e.

Panhellenlc's atlamfMs to

"Panhellenk: is us: its purpose is 
not to tell us what to do, but 
rather to serve as a oo^nSnMor 
and to bring the system 
together, " she commented. 

Asked about changes in 
university housing policy that no 
k>nger allow sorority members 
to move from university 
rasidenoe halls into vacancies in 
their sorority houses.

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Campaign Makes Students Aware

"If you wanted to write a 
p^>er on Daet/i of a Saletman 
you couldn't— at least not from 
this library Tfie criticism of this 
work is gone, all gone, and is 
largely irrepleceable." 

Tfiis statement by Mrs. 
Louise Clay, caretaker of the 
Strozier Library, points out the 
immensity and trtjgedy of book 
mutilation. Most students would 
probably be unaware that this 
problem existed if it were not 
for the recent campaign against 
book mutilation supervised by 
Strozier Library. 

The mutilation and 
disappearance of periodicals 
continues to increase. Director 
of Libraries Orwin Rush said 
recently. Rush estimates that 
$24,000 was spent to replace 
stolen or mutilated volumes last 
year. The Social Sciences 
division last year replaced 271 
articles 2512 pages, with 
xeroxed copies ordered from 
other libraries at a cost of 10 
cents a page. 

Rush said the issues of 
periodicals that disappear create 
a jester problem. He sakl that 
there are 208 volumes in the 
Social Sciences division that 
have from one to four complete 
ianies missing to date. 

"We are trying to replace 
these issues, but we estimate 
tint 70 percent of these volumes 
will have to be bound 
incomplete," Rush said. "This 



means that with a conaarvative 
estimate of 20 articlei per 

volume, 2500 articles will be lost 

to litxary users." 

According to Mrs. Clay, 

approximately 380 books were 
"lost" from the Humanities 
division over the six week perkxl 
between Sept. 15 and Oct. 30, 
1970. There is a six to eight 
month delay while the library is 
searched for the missing book in 
case the book was merely 
misplaced, she said. 

"Some department heads 
have ghren up replacirtg artk:les," 
Mrs. Clay said. "It got to the 
point where students were 
tearing out xeroxed copies." 

One of the chief problems is 
enforcement, Mrs. Moore, an 
assistant librarian, said. Student 
mutilators are very hard to 
detect. Since the library opened 
in 1957, only one student has 
been officially apprehended. 

"One student was cau^t last 
year," Mrs. Moore reports. "But 
she opted to go before the 
administration instead of 
student government and was 



placed on academic probation 
for one year, which practk:atly 
amounfe to no puitirftment 
at all." 

Mrs. Moore also points out 

one solution to the problem that 
other libraries have adopted. In 
this system, books are kept in 

"closed stacks" and are brought 
to students by librarians. 

"Tnis is a terrible 
inconvenience and prevents any 
kind of browsing, ' Mrs. Moore 
said. "Students must wait quite 
a while for a book and often it is 
not the book the student 
wanted." The system does, 
however, stop mutilatk>n, she 
saM. 

Strozier Library's campaign 
was conceived by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Karl, secretary to the Director, 
during the spring quarter Mrs. 
Karl summed up the entire 
campaign by saying, "I wanted 
students to realize the 
immensity of the problem and 
perhaps encourage them to help 
reduce the amount of 
mutilation. I doubt if the 
problem will ever be sohred."

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Boog Powell Gets AnHVP

NEW YORK-John "Boog" 
Powell gave the Baltimore 
Orioles something to cheer 
about besides a World Series 
championship Tuesday when he 
was selected the American 
League's Most Valuable Player 
for 1970 in a runaway vote. 

The big, blond first basenwi, 
who was runnerup to 
Minnesota's Harmon Killebrew 
in last year's voting, drew 1 1 of 
the 24 first place ballots for a 
total of 234 points. Although 
Powell fell short of the .300 
mark with a .297 batting 
average, he called 1970 the best 
overall year of his career. 

Tony Ollva of the Twins, who 
has yet to win the MVP despite 
two batting championshipsi, 
finished second in this yen's 
voting with five first place 
mentions and 1 57 points. 

Killebrew was third with 152 
points, although he headed only 
one of the ballots in the voting 
by the Baseball Writers 
Association of America, 
followed by Car! Yastrzemski of 
the Boston Red Sox with 136 
points and Frank Howard of the 
Washington Senators with 91 
points. 

Alex Johnson of the 
California Angels, who edged 
Yastrzemski for the league 
batting crown .3289 to .3286, 
did not receive a single first 
place vote and placed eighth in 
the balloting with 70 points. 
Howard won the AL home run 
.and runs batted In 
championships with 44 and 126 
respectively. 

Powell's choice as MVP marks 
the first significant post-season 
award to a member of the 
Orioles even though the team 
swept to the American League 
East title, disposed of the Twins 
in three straight for the AL 
pennant and then whipped the 
Cincinnati Reds in five games for 
the World Series. Just a few days 
ago, three 20-game winners on 
the Baltimore pitching staff were 
beaten out by Jim Perry of

Tampa's McQuay After Record 



TAMPA, Fla. (UPI)-Junior 
halfback Leon McQuay holds all 
but one career record for ruling 
and scoring at the University of 
Tampa— and hopes to nail that 
one down here Saturday night. 

The only school record still 
eluding the fleet B'lO'//', 202-lb. 
McQuay is the single season 
scoring record of 84 points set 
by Charlie Harris during a 
12-game season back in 1952. 

McQuay scored a personal 
high of five touchdowns last 
Saturday night against 
Southwest Louisiana to run his 
point total for the year to 72 on 
12 touchdowns. That leaves him 
only 13 points shy after only 
eight games as the no. 1 ranked 
"small college" Spertans go 
against Idaho State Saturday 
night. 

Freshman are allowed to play 
at Tampa, a member of the 
NAIA, so McQuay is actually in 
his third year of varsity ball with 
a full year of eligibility left. 

A local product, McQuay has 
amassed a career rush ing total of 
2,521 yards, a school record. He 
has scored 30 toudidowns and 
190 (joints, also school records. 

Until this year McQuay was 
held off the kickoff team 
because of lack of a replacement 
should he be injured. But now 
the Spartans have the depth and 



McQuay has run t>ack 12 

kickoffs for 353 yards. 

A shifty open field runner, 
McQuay is virtually unstoppable 

on one-to-one situations and 
with his speed is quick through 
an opening in the line. 

During his first year he was 
tagged by a sportswriter with the 
nickname "X-Ray" for his 
ability to pick an opening and be 
gone. He liked the tag and now 
has it on most of his equipment 

McQuay also likes to sport 
what appear to be white shoes. 
But they are merely regulation 
black shoes enmeshed with yards 
of adhesive tape. 

As a ■ starting Ueshman, 
McQuay carried 23 times for 93 
yards in his opening game 
against the University of 
California at Santa Barbara and 
then, in his opener before 

hometown fans, carried 1 5 times 
for 177 yards and two 
touchdowns against Akron. 

He has been the workhorse of 
the offense siru:e then. 

But the biggest games of his 
career had to be last Saturday 
when he took televised 
comments by Southwest 
Louisiana coach Russ 
Faulkinberry as a personal 
affront 

McQuay became incensed 
when he heard Faulk«iberry 



describe him as not being as 
"tough" as another player 

McQuay fumed the rest of 
the day and when the Spartans 

took the field he was ready. He 
ripped off touchdown rurts of 
one, seven, 12 and 52 yardsand 
added a 92 yard touchdown on a 
kickoff return. He had 198 yards 
ruling on 23 carries. 

After the game McQuay met 
up with Faulkenberry and asked 
him if he thought then that he 
was as tou^ as the other player. 

"No, but you're a helluva 
better athlete," Faulkenberry 
said, shaking McQuay 's hand. "A 
heliuva athlete." 

McQuay admitted 
Faulkenberry s comment had set 
him off.

The chances to pass became 
less frequent as the Bears shifted 
to a running game. By 1958 
Blanda threw the ball only seven 
times and at the end of the year 
was released. He sat out 1959, 
thinking about wfiat he oouM 
do. 

His second chance came in 
1960 when the AmerKan 
Football League was formed. 
Quarterbacks were in short 
supply for the new circuit so 
Blanda eagerly sigr>ed with 
Houston. 

That very first year he 
oompletad 168 of 363 passes, as 
good as he had done with the 
Bears seven years earlier, for 
2,413 yards and 24 touchdowns. 

As the league grew Blanda 
grew with it although he was 
now in his late 30s. For six years 
he was the regular at Houston 
and in that span he threw 155 
touchdown passes and booted 
91 field goals. His last year in 
Houston was pure torture and 
for the first time in his life ¥tfas 
booed regularly. 

"You'd think I was a villain," 
he sakJ of tfut final year with 
the Oilers. "I'm not mad at 
anyone, though. I had some 
good years in that town and as I 
took back on it now coming to 
Oakland was a big break, h 
extended my career." 

In his tliree prevmus years 
with the Raiders, Blanda has led 
the team in scoring with 155 of 
156 extra point kicks and 61 of 
101 field goals for 338 points. 
And this year, as Lamonca's 
relief man he has thrown for 
250 yards and four touchdowns 
and is the American 
C e n far a n ce's second leading 
scorer with 57 points, whreh 
includes 24 of 24 PATs and 11 
of 20 field goals. 

Additionally, Blanda has 
scored in 64 consecutive games 
and has kicked 178 consecutive 
extra points, the latter being the 
Meend Icwgait string ki NFL 
history 

In both passing and kicking 
Blanda has his own theories. 

"Naturally you have to be 
able to throw the ball," he says 
of passing, meaning you hawe to 



have a strong arm to make it in 
tfie pros. "Then you have to 
devetop timing, team to read 
defenses and protect yourself at 
all times." 

As for kKking. Blanda is a bit 
more specific. 

"Go out and kKk as many 
balls as you can every day before 
the game," he said. "I don't get 
as much time to do that as nrtost 
kickers because I have to 
practice my other job 
(quarterback ing), too." 

Kk:king. according to Blanda 
is a big part of today's pro game 
because ttw emphass is on 
scoring every tkne you gat the 
ball. 

"A fiek) goal early in thegame 

or in the progress of the game 
can give you momentum," he 
says. 

'We didn't stress kicking that 
much a few years ago. If you 
were a real good f ieM goal kicker 
it was just an extra added 
attraction. You played offense, 
defense and punted and kicked, 
too. Now. we have specialists 
because the emphasis is greater." 

While on the subject of field 
goal kicking, Blanda says he 
wasn't the least bit surprised 
when Tom Dempsey booted his 
record 63-yarder for New 
Orleans last Sunday. 

"He's a big strong boy and 
there is no reason why a fellow 
like him or Jan Stenerud of 
Kansas Ctiy can't kkdc one 80 
yards if alt the condittons are 
perfect." 

How about Blanda booting 
one that long? 

"I don't think so," he said, 
although his personal record is a 
55-yarder when he VMS just a kid 
of 34. 

It's the first time in his 
football life Blanda has admitted 
maybe there was something tie 
couldn't do, but he'd have a 

hard time making believers out 
of Raider fans or Coach John 



"Nothing he does would ever 
surprise me," saM Mtadden.

Pauls is responsible for sonte 
of the most sophisticatad 
equipment imaginabia for tfta 
care of athletes. Sonic 
treatments, diathermy, 
whirlpool, and believe it or not, 
a neck stretcher, are among the 
equipment that he utilizes in his 
work. 

One of the questions put to 
Mr. Fauls was whether he 
actually worked with treatment 
himself, or d al e gat e d it to his 
assistant and student trainers. 
His reply was that in some ot the 
cases, the injured athlete himself 
can carry out the traatmant after 
diagnosis, and instructions are 
given as to the operation of the 
required equipment and 
li aatment darirad. In all of the 
other cases either he, his 
aaistant trainer, or one of the 
student trainars wHI aaMSt tha 
athlete. 

Relations betwaan tha 
training room and the team 

coaches are extremely good, 
according to Fauls. From 
obsarving the general attitude 
towards him, the relationship 
between him and the team is 
exceptional also.

"No one presentty believes that 
the Vietnam War is a matter of 
freedom. It is an imperialist war. 
A country which seeks profits 
needs markets, and this is 
exactly what the tiny governing 
minority of America is trying to 
do." O'Kain called for massive 
anti-war demonstrations as the 
only way to end the Vietmm 
situation. 

"Racism," O'Kain continued, 
"is not an individual problem, . 
but an institutionalized and 
subtle problem. Racism profits 
the people that control this 
country, and dh^Mes the working 
people in this country along race 
lines, so that they cannot 
become radicalized," he added. 

"Women under the capitalist 
system are regarded as ttte 
'reserve army of the 
unemptoyed' who are expkuted 
terribly. Forexample, women are 
paid on a lower scale than men, 
although the same work is being

The Young Americans for 
F reedo m (YAF) is an 
organization founded at Sharon, 
Conn, on September 9, 1960. 
The Sharon Statement, a 
product of the 1960 Sharon 
Conference, sets forth the 
national philosophkat stance of 
the YAF. The FSU chapter has 
been active since the winter 
quarter of last year and 
publishes a newsletter called 
Apple Pie. formaUy the Right 
Guard.

FSU Peace Causes Not Prostituted

More than 200 years ago 
Solomon Stoddart. a Puritan 
minister in Northsmpon, 
Massachusetts, wrote in criticism 
of colonial students that it was 
"not worth the while for persons 
to be sent to the college to learn 
to compliment men and court 
women." If Stoddart were alive 
today he vmuld be surprised to 
findtKiat contemporary critics of 
the university are no longer 
concerned with the tendency of 
students to study the social 
graces, but are instead worried 
by the apparent ooncenuation 
on social His. i think it is safe to 
say that Stoddart, though he 
might agree that students in the 
1970't have sometimes carried 
their protest to extremes, would 
be pleased at the change in 
emphasis. 

The time has come, in my 
opinion, to applaud the present 
generation of students for their 
persistent efforts to create a 
better America. Homecoming 
presents an excellent 
opportunity to outline, for 
returning ahimni, the remarkable 
responsibility and dedication 
which the student body at 
Fkirida State University has 
shown in its efforts to improve 
the world in which it will 
have to live. These observatnns 
are especially important because 
some public figures are 
apparently willing to exaggerate 
and distort the happenings on 
this campus in order to further 
their public careers. The facts 
sinH)ly do not warrant the 
semi-hystencai raactkm whkh 
such men have attempted to 
generate in support of their own 
selfish intarasts. 

During the seven years which 
I have spent on the faculty of 
Ftorkla State University, there 
l)a^.no(^ae^ arSt/igle instance of 
'SO-callf9 'Vl^^gp' disruption." 
~Studefffc hwe demonstrated, 
they have occasionally been 
. arrested, but there has been no 
destruction of property or 
disruption of classes. On the 
conttary, the student body has 
shown both maturity and 
restraint in its efforts to improve 
conditions both on the campus 
and in the society at large. 
Despite a continuing and 
apparently meaningless foreign 
war in wtiich many of their 
number have died, students hove 
consistently refused to ertgage in 
tactics of violence on the 
campus. The peace movement at 
FkH-ida State has indeed been a 
nnovement of pea ce . 

In the past several years, it 
has quite often been the 

students on this campus who 
have taken the lead in initiating 
needed reforms. They have 
contributed time, money and 
talem to improving politics in 
the state; they have initiated a 
drive to provide a day-care 
center for the children of 
non-academic university 
employees; they are in the 
process of establishing a 
cooperative bookstore to ease 
the eoorwmic burden on those 



who have diff k»lty meeting the 

rising costs of university 
education. In the past three 
years, tfie students in nearly 
every academic department of 
the university have organized 
advisory committees to consult 
with the faculty and 
administration in an effort to 
improve the educational 
offerings in their respective 
colleges. In several depertments, 



advanced students have offered 
their services in tutoring 
freshmen and sophomores who 
are having academic difficulties. 
This list might be indefinitely 
extended if time and space 
permitted. 

Certainly the students at 
FkM-kIa State have occasionally 
engaged in activities which 
alarmed the community at large, 
but in every case, such alarm was 



unjustified. It is only natural 
that when the younger 
generation begins to critieiie 
what its elders have done, there 
should be something of a 
communication gap. But the 
objectives of the students at 
Florida State are almost 
identieel with Ifieae long 
advocated by the adherents of 
Christianity and the Amerwan 
Dream. They «Mnt to oraele a 



world in which there will be no 
exploitation, in which every man 
will f ind it poMifale to liwa a Ufa 
of dignity, and where no man, 
be he Amerkan or otherwise, 
wNI have to liva in poverty'and 
fear.

The anti-war movement has 
attracted a variety of groups, but 
one of ttte most unique at FSU 
is the newly created Veterans 
Against the War. This group, 
largely co m poeed of achwl 
Vietnam veterans, brings into 
the discussion a firsthand 
knowladga that most disMntare 
lack. 

The organization first started 
a* FSU during the latter part of 
this September. Two graduate 
students, Larry Turner and Tom 
Stewart, were inspired by similar 
national organizations to start a 
k>cal group of their am. FSU's 
organization is related to the 
national ones only in aim and is 
not affHiatad whh any larger 
group. 

The primary purpose of the 
group, according to Turner, is to 
provide the university 
community, as well as the 
Tsllehassee community, with 
facts and firsthand knowledge 
aboutthawar. 

"We do not wish to change 
anyone's mind," Turner saW. 
'Wa want to inform people and 
enable them to make up their 
own minds." 

"We start with the approach 
that as veterans vre have, a- 
certam cngdHMfty, whtaK r«tfe#'' 
organizations perhaps do not, 
Dwi^t Davis, member of the 
organitatkm, said. 

Veterans Against the War hM 
approximately 50 members. It 
has not had time to complete 
eny major projects or make any 
news. There was a recerrt attempt 
to partake in the Veterans Day 
parade in downtown Tallahassee, 
but the group was denied a slot 
by the "powers that be, ' aa 
Stewart puts it. The organization 
is planning a forum on the war 
behind Moore Auditorium on 
Nov. 18 at 2 in the afternoon.

The anti-war movement has 
attracted a variety of groups, but 
one of the mott unique at FSU 
is the newly cnated Veterans 
Against the War. This group, 
largaty oomposad of actual 
Vietnam veterans, brings into 
the discussion a firsttund 
knowledge that most di— nter i 
lack. 

The organization first started 

at FSU during the latter part of 
this September. Two graduate 
students^ Larry Turner and Tom 
Stewart, were inspired by similar 
national organizations to start a 
local group of their own. FSU's 
organization i& related to the 
national ones only in aim and Is 
not affSialad wWi any largar 
group.

'We start with the approach 
that as^^Msrant'w 
certain credibility, whioK 
organizations perhafM do not, 
Dwi#it Davis, mambar of tha 
organization, said. 

Veterans Against the War has 
approximately 50 members. H 
has not had time to completB 
any major projects or make any 
news. There was a recent attempt 
to partake in the Veterans Day 
parade in downtown Tatlahsiaae, 
but the group was denied a slot 
by the "powers that be," as 
Stewart puts it. The organization 
is planning a forum on the war 
behind Moore Auditorium on 
Nov. 18 at 2 in the afternoon. 
Their plans for the discussion 
center around their unique plaoa 
in the anti-war effort. 

First, a speaker will present 



the personal view of a man in 
combat, his impressions and his 
feelings. The speaker will Xty to 
share with the audience his own 
e x peri e nce s in war, seeing a 
buddy mutilated or watching 
himself kill another person. 

"The guys don't think about 
the killing," Davis said. "They 
think about the number of days 
left before they return to the 

world, not the U.S., but the 
world-that's how unreal it 
s e ems to us." 



Another speaker will deal 
with the impact of men 
returning home from the war. 
There are the physically, 
emotionally and socially 
maimed. Turner said. 
Furthermore, there are the 
thousands of soldiers lost in 
society, torn batwaan the 
conservatism of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, the radtealism of 
college campuses and the 
faceless anonymity of society at 
large. 

Although it might seem odd 



for veterans to be knocking the 
war effort, it is not that 
uncommon. As Davis points out. 

tvery guy I knew in Vietnam 
wore some sort of peace 
symbol." It is also not without 
its irony.

The 1970-71 year marks the 
first year of operation of the art 
gallery of the Fine Arts Building.

In 1969, groups of faculty 
and students at universities 

around the country organized to 
dd research, promote action and 
educate the pubic concerning 
the eookigical problems of 
today.

In early spring, the a:PP 
adopted the name 
Environmental Action Group 
(EAG) from the University of 
Ftorida and also the eootogy 
symbol, "Man in Balanoe with 
Nature." 

The group was active during 
the summer months and in the 
fail began a new membership 
drive. 

One of the first targets of 
EAG this yaer was detergents 
and soaps containing 
phosphates. Phosphates remove 
oxygen from water, resulting in 
deeth to f iih and harm to human 



An additional "reminder for 

shoppers" urged consuniers to 
buy returnable bottles of soft 
drinks and beer because of their 



One of the group's immediate 
campaigns is against the use of 

Mirex, a pesticide the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture plans 
to spread on 120 miliion acres 

across nine Southern states in an 
effort to rid the area of fire ants. 

In a sheet circulated by EAG 
concerning the facts on the fire 
ant, "the ant is admittedly a 
nuisance, capable of inflicting 

painful stings and building 
annoying ant mounds. But his 
harmfulness has been 

overemphasized and compared 
with the faults of Mirex, he is a 
saint." 

EAG has also been sponsoring 
a weekly write-in campaign and 
over 450 letters have been 
written this quarter to detergent 
manufacturenc the Department 
of Agriculture concerning Mirex, 
other government agencies and 
government officials to express 
the concern for the numerous 
eoologk:al crises of today. 

EAG is leading an effort at 
FSU to involve students in the 
development of Student 
Oriented Studies in Ecology to 
be funded next summer by the 
Natkxial Science Foundatton. 

It is possible that eoologists 

can eventually stir enough 
(>eople to an emotion as old as 
man, exaltatton. The whole 
environment problem is not 
hopeless, groups such as EAG 
have put their faith in man's 
ability to reform when 
confronted by compelling facts. 
Ecology, the subversive science, 
enriches man's perceptions, his 
visions, his concepts of reality. 
In nature, many may find the 
model they need to cherish. The 
question is, how many?

(IFC). 

"The Greek system has 
definitely changed and it's 
changing for the better," saW 
Mary Gurtis, a Signrw Kappa and 
secretary of the Panhellenk: 
Council. 

"There's a more realistk; 
approach-Greeks are becoming 
involved in many areas, not just 
social, such as community 
involvement. They're looking 
outside themsehres," she sakl. 

In 1920, the FlorkJa State 
College for Women could boast 
of five national sororities. In 
1930, 14 sororities were 
represented on the TallahaMe 
campus. Now, the 
co-educational institution has 19 
sororJtias and 2 cofcrnlai^ 
including the btack aorority, 
AHpha Kappa Alpha.

3 
freedom from ooercwn bx 
artHtrary force. The differences 
in the two organizations can 
usually be traced to their 
differing definitions of 
"arbitrary fbroe." The YSA 
tends to regard the social and 
economic influences of big 
business as ariiitrary force. Motile 
YAF is not of thasameopinkin. 
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Fraternities, too, have grown 
in number. Since the institution 
went co-educational in 1949, the 
number of fraternities has 9-own 
from seven to 21. Omega Ph Phi, 
a primarily black international 
fraternity, was recently 
chartered as the 21 st. 

Greeks are becoming more 
involved with the total 
environment. They're becoming 
involved not because it's the "in 
thing" like racoon coats and 
goldfish swaltowing of an earlier 
age, but becauaa they want to. 

K is no longar a case of 
participating in something 
because the other rival fraternity 
is. Greeks are truly concerned, 
are reelizing that they have the 
resources of organization, time, 
people, and money, and are 
using these resources in ways 
that they hope will improve 
various aspects of the 
community. 

Greeks are becoming relevant. 
The Interfraternity 
Council-after a series of attacks 
in the campus vicinity on 
unescorted women— instituted 
an escort service for women. A 
woman can call the service, and 
a fraternity man will escort her 
to places on campus where she 
needs to go. 

Rsnhallenic Council recently 
heard a plea from the Juvenile 
Detention Center, temporary 
residence for children awaiting 
placement in foster homes or 
training schools, for blankets 
and toothbrushes. Pa n he W e n k ;

aorority servwe activities are too 
numerous to mentfon. They are 
aware of the problems of the 
times and they are taking steps 
to do something about them 
because they want to. 

Rush also has changed 
significantly from years past. 
This year, for the first time, 
fraternities had a completely 
open rush. 

"Our first try at a new system 
went exoeptkmally well because 
of the cooperation of the 
individual fraternities. We had an 
increase in the number of people 
going out for rush and in the 
number of people who 
eventually pledged," said Tragos. 
Since rush is stil|joing on, no 
final statistics are available. 

Miss Gurtis also noted a trend 
among sororities to a more open 
rush system. "Sorority ni* is 
changing slower than fraternity 
rush," she sakl. "But we're 
moving toward an open rush." 

Miss Gurtis said that the less 
structured rush system was 
much better for the sorority and 
the women participating in rush. 
'Tihe giris going out for rush can 
be more natural, and they can 
see the sorority as it actually is," 
shesaM. 

Changing fraternities and 
sororities mean that a different 
type of person is pledging each. 

"Women are kx>king for a 
group to work with to 
contribute something, as well as 
to identify with." saW Miss 
Gurtis.

good years and the toss has 
turned that all around. 

One of the biggest games the 
two teams played was the one of 
1964. If you will remember, that 
was the veer Fred Biletnikoff. 
now of the Oaklanu n aiders, and 
Steve Tensi, now with the 
Denver Broruns, were in their 
prime and had led the Seminoles 
to five straight victories against 
such teams as Miami and the 
powerful Georgia. 

But that afternoon, the 
Seminoles met a Gobbler team 
that had won only two of its 
first fhm and liad beaten two 
powerhouses In Tampa and 
George Washington. And sure 
enough, VP I turned the trick 
and beat the Tribe 20 1 1 and did 
it rather handily too. FSU failed 
to lose another game all year and 
erxlad the season by defeating a 
ranked Oklahoma team in the 
Gator Bowl. 

Then again, there was 1968, 
and the Seminoles were 5-1 and 
heading for a Peach Bowl clash 
with LSU. Who do you think 
tacked on loss number 
two-VPI, of course. But this 
time they showed a little less 
mercy and won 40-22 as they 
ran for almost 400 yards on the 
grourfd and totally stopped the 
Seminole vaunted passing attack. 
Then in 1966 a Seminole 



team with losses only to Florida 
and Houston met Tech at 
Campbell Stadium again and lost 
again, 23-21. Does the list never 

end? 

Take 1963, Tensi and 
Biletnikoff s junior year, for 
example. VPI took on the 
Seminoles at Doak Campbell 
Stadium and soundly whipped 
them by the final score of 31 -2a 

Even the years FSU managed 
to come out on top the 
Seminoles had all kinds of 
trouble doing it. The powerful 
1967 team was losing at the half 
to Tech before they exploded in 
the second half to win 38-15, 
which by the way was the largest 
margin of victory for FSU 
against the Gobblers. 

Other victories for the Tribe 
in this series have been just as 
scary. In both 1959 and 1965 
the Gobblers stubbornly fell to 
the Semirmles by 7-6 counts. In 
1962 it was 20-7. 

The Seminoles have been 
playing the Gobblers on a 
home-and-home basis since 1962 
and in that period have amassed 
a total record of 52-32-10 but 
have only managed a 3-5-1 mark 
against the Gobblers. 



And so it all adds up to one 
big headache for Coach Bi 
Peterson and his staff as they try 
to prepare for a team that 

always seems to have one more 

trick up its sleeve than anyone 
else, at least when it comes to 
playing FSU. 

Last year was no exception to 
the rule as FSU came into the 
contest with a 5-1 record and 
appeared on its way to a big 
bowl appearance. But in 
Blacksburg, Va., anything can 
happen and a VPI team with a 
1-5 record clipped the Seminoles 
to the tune of a 10-10 tie which 
sent them reeling to two losses 
in the last three games, 
destroying any chances of a 
bowl. 

So now we come to the 1970 
version of the VPI-FSU struggle 
and a similar situation occurs. 
The Seminole players ail have 
rosy visions of a bowl game this 
year after getting off to one of 
their poorer starts. In the last 
three games the Seminoles have 
won rather handily in all three. 

Could it happen again, at 
Homecoming of all things? The

They also have a dangerous kick return specialist in 
David Snell." 

Says Tech Coach Jerry Claiboren: "It's scary just to listen to the 
scouting report on these guys! " 

Offensively, the Gobblers have not had much luck. The offense 
continues to sputter, but when it starts to go, it keeps going. 

Offensively the 'Noles are getting sIronBBr and stronger each week 
they play. Tom Bailey, the leading career rusher for FSU, will be 
starting as running back. Tommy Warren, starting quarterback for the 
Semlnoles, has 47 completions in 73 attempts, with 641 yards. 

Gobbler QB Gil Schwabe with 60 completions in 1 22 attempts has 
had five interceptions, and 807 yards gained. 

With a look at overall team performances, FSU leads in all but tVMO 
categories. The FSU team has averaged 347.1 yards per game, while VPI 
1^ gained 286.1. The FSU team seems to be the bigger passer, passing 
for 113 more yards per game. In overall passing, FSU passes for an 
average of 236 yards a game, while VPI goes for 123. 

The Gobblers are more of a ground team, rushing for 62 more yards 
per game over the Note. The VPI team also has 16 more first downs 
than FSU.

During the sensitivity session, 
individuals learn to relate within 
the encounter group and then to 
the groups which form their 
outside lives, he continued. 

Dr. Faltico also examined the

said, viewed groups as a 
microcosm of society and 
studied the effects of a group on 
the individual. In encounter 
groups, communication 
structures are examined and 
channels repaired. 

"The group phenomenon has 
a great deal to offer," Dr. 
Faltico said. "It is spontaneous 
and human, realistic and 
effective." 

Dr. Faltico listed three stages 
in an encounter group. The first 
stage engenders the 'lecessary 
feelings of belonging and trust. 
In this stage, the partteipants are 
made aware that non-conven- 
tkmal methods of expression are 



allowed and encouraged. 
Participants may be asked to 
take a blind walk, fall into each 
others' arms backwards, relate to 
each other only tttrough eye 
contact, scream, cry, laugh or 
yell. Discussions are generated as 
a result of such actions and the 
leader ensures that this 
discussion dwells only and the 
here and now, not on the here 
and then. 

Or. Faltico saM the second 
stage of a group encounter 
involves control and direction.dt 
is vital that the leader play an 
indirect role in an encounter 
group, and that he define 
himself in terms of a facilitating 
role. The responsibility for the 
direction of the group rests on 
the group memliers," he said.

Your recent letter to 
which was reprintod in 
October 8 Issue of 
Flambeau, posed several related 
questions, the most basic of 
whkii appeared to be: why dkl 
the University permit the 
students who were "suspended 
pending a hearing" because of 
their part In the Bryan Hall 
incklent to return to class on a 
special probationary status while 
they await final determination 
of thefc- cases in the University 
Judicial System' To answer - ha! 
question responsively requires 
first, a brief review of the facts, 
and second, a statement of the 
reasons for the University's 
actkxn. 

As you will recall, on the 
morning of September 28, 1970, 
some 50 students engaged in 
behavior in Bryan Halt that a 
University official on the scene 
determined was "disruptive," as 
defined in "Rights and 
Responsibilitiei of Students at 
Florida State University." 
Acting under the provisions of 
Section li, sufaaection 4c, of that 
document, the official ordered 
the students to cease and desist 
their disruptive conduct Whan 
they refused, he immediately 
suspended them pending a 
hearing, again as explicitly 
authorized in "Rights and 
Responsibilities." The 12 
students later identified from 
films taken of the event were 
officially notified of ttMir 
suspended status and given an 
opportunity, under the 
provisions of Sectkm III, 
subsection 6, of "Rights and 
Responsibilities," to an 
administrative hearing, the sole 
purpose of which was "to 
determine whether the 



suspenslor>s shall continue until 
the case has bo«i digpoaad of by 
procedures sat forth in 
autaectnn 1 of Soctkm III ..." 
At Ms haaiint, each s t u dent wai 
given the opportunity to rotu n 
to class on a special 
probationary status by 
Micatin^ that he woukj not 
anfage in the kind of behavior 
for which he had bean 
suspended while his case was 
being determined within the 
University Judicial System. 
Adjudication on the merits of 
the suspensions Is now taking 
place In the University Judicial 
System. 

Now, why were the students 
suspended? The answer to that 
question is simple-they were 
actirtg in a manner specifically 
prohibited by University 
regulations. To deal effectively 
with the then actual, existing 
breach of the standards of 
conduct delineated in "Rights 
and Responsibilities," the 
University acted immediately. 
The reason for taking such 
summary aetlon was to stop the 
disruption of University 
aaivities. It was the judgement 
of tha University officer on the 
ioane that at that point, merely 
to have charged the students and 
to have awaited final 
determination in the courts 
would have been to respowd 
ineffectively Thus "•♦ective 
summary action was needed at 
the time-end It waa taken with 
successful results. 

The other question, the 
spadfic one you have raised, of 
course, oonoams the reasons 
why the students were removed 
from tfieir susperujed status In 
responding to that query, i must 
emphasize that two separate 
(though relatedl issues are 
Inherent in the question: the 
issuance of the immediate 
suspensions and the 
continuation of the suspensions 
after the situation had changed 
To the latter question I now 
turn your attention. 



Tha elements of due process 
require the existinc* of 
procedural safoguarli, and 
n#«fw<«y so. while alliMnng 
summary action wh e n unusial 
circumatances demand. VWmk 
summary action is taken, It ma 
be foRowod at an early timebyi 
reinstrtution of more normal 
procedures. Recent coun 
decisions affirm both aspects of 
this approach in the context of 
university-student relationshipi 
In this case it appeered, after the 
hearings, that It would not haw 
been appropriate to leave the 
students on suspension during 
the period between the 
preliminary hearing and final 
determination of the case The 
Students suspended in Bryan 
Hail were allowed to dwose 
probationarv status and they are 
now on probation, a status 
requiring "good conduct" from 

them during this interim period. 
In future cases, different 
dadsions may be required by 
different facts. 

You were thoughtful to 
oommunicate your views to me. 
I appreciate the concerns you 
expressed.

In addition to making us 
realize the limitations of our 
resources and abilities, the 
Vietnam war has disillusioned 
voung people, he sakl. 

"Young people, who had no 
perspective as to VMhy we were 
there, kwked to Wkshington and 
found their leaders lying to 
them. While the news reports 
showed film after film of boys 
being killed, the leaders kept 
saying that we were not in 
combat in Vietnam." said Kalb.

1957. 



Outlining the historkal events 

leading to the United States' 
involvement in the Vietnam war, 
Kalb saW President Rrehard 
Nixon has come up with a 
"sensible and rational response" 
to the dilemma of the war. 

He defined what the 
President calls the "Nixon 
doctrine" "an effort on the part 
of the U.S. to trim ourselves." 
Kalb said. "We have lost our will 
to defeat the Vietnamese. The 
President is trying to cut back 
without fallhig into isolatton. 

People like Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy (D-Minn.), Sen. 
George McGovem (D-S. Dak.) 
and Sen. J. William Fulbright 
(D-Ark), that are leading the 
young peopte, say "if we had 
any brains, we wouW come 
home from Vietnam." Kalb saW. 



"I think this is ridicutous," he 
said, citing die communists' 
achievements in the 
Mediterranean, in Egypt and all 
over Afrka. 

Katb expressed concern over 
cutting back globally and still 
protecting our interests at the 



Summing up how he felt 
about the United States' 
involvement in Vietnam and the 
world, Kalb said, "We are 
institutionally bound; we cannot 
succumb to isolation." 

Sharing FSU's belief in a 
"Decade of Hope," Kalb saW 
peace and cooperation must 
come in this decade if we are to 
survive. But as a journalist, he 
said, "I feel it will be many 
decades before peace is 
achiewBd."

Airplane Disaster

HUNTINGTON. W. Va. (UPD-Thachanpad bodies of 75 panons, 38 

of them Marshall University football players, were taken Sunday from 
the scattered wreckage of a chartered DCS jetliner that crashed just 
short of Mbig in wiwt fadaral afRcialB daaeriMd ae "ww of «ie 

greatest tragedies in aviMion history." 

A 3&-man taam of federal investigators recovered an in-flight 
raoorder and a badly damagad tape of the cockpit conversation from 
die twin iat Southern Airways plana, which skimmed across two smalt 
hills and fen into a deep, foggy Appalachian vaitay SMuntoy iii#it jutt 
short of the Tri-State Airport. The plane exploded and bumad for 
nearly five hours, "lighting up the sky," witnesses said. 

ChM'ttred by Marshall University, the plane was ending a 48-minute 
flight from Kingston, N.C., carrying 38 football players, five coaches, 
one team trainer, and members of a "booster club" including one newly 
elac^ stats togitlafor and six physicians. All perished, along with four 
crewmen and a baggage handler. The team had l^ed East Carolina 
earlier in the day, losing 17-14. 

Federal officials said it would be "about a rrwnth" before they could 
determine the cause of the mysterious crash, the nation's worst this 
year and the second in six weeks invohnng a college football team. 

One of the players in the crash was David DeBord, the son of one 
of Florida State's equipment managers, Frank DeBord. Both hail from 
Quincy, Fkirkta. 

Another of the men feared on the plane was Red Dawson, the 
brother of FSU football star Rhett. But a later report said that Dawson 
was not on the plane because he had stayed behind to recruit. 

The sky was overcast with light rain, smoke and fog-what pilots 
called a "ragged ceiling"-but the oontroi to««r said there was "no 
indication of trouble" as the plane headed for a landing. It owhad 154 
miles short of the runway. 

A steady drizzte continued as state poiwe, fireman and Nattonal 
Guardsmen worked for about 12 hours combing throu^ the wreckage, 
which was scattered about 200 feet in every directton. Trees were 
chopped down in the densely wooded vaMay to allow Wra mwks and 
recovery vehicles into the crash site. 

The bodies, all of them burned beyond reoognitton. were placed in 
plastic bags and taken to a temporary morgue set up in a Natkmal 
Guard armory at the Tri-Sute Airport. 

State Pblfee Capt. J.O. Baiiden said 15 of the bodies were Identified 
tentatively from personal effects such as rings. Walter Rollins, a 
mortician who helped with the recovery, said he believed "death was 
in stant a neous to every one on the plane." 

John Reed, chairman of the National Transportation Safety Board, 
headed the team of investigators who came to the scene. 

The flight recorder will tell the investigators the air speed, altitude 
and general operation of the plane before the crash. "There was some 
damage to it, but we expect a read-out," Read said. 

He saM the cockpit recorder, bent and twisted but still functioning, 
would provide "the last 30 minutes of conversation between the plane 

pilot and co-pilot. ' 

The plane was at the outer markers of the airport's radar screen 
when it crashed, Reed said. The pilot reported no malfunction, but 
witnesses in the area said the craft appeared to be in trouble 
immediately befa-e the fiery crash. 

Reed, who called the crash "one of the greatest tragedies in .aviation 

history," said he expressed the sorrows of the federal government and 
President Nixon. "We will do our utmost to find out actually what 

happenec), " he said.

Students will be admitted 
free to a pair of home games 
during the Christmas holidays. 

There will be no charge for 
students to attend swimming 
meets, baseball games, track 
meets or golf and tennis 
matches; however, at these 
events students will have to 
show their ID cards for 
admittance.

Suspended Students Fate

The fate of four students suspended for 
participation in the Sept. 28 Bryan Hall 
demonstration remained in question after a 2 A 
hour trial before a three-man University 
Committee on Student Conduct yesterday in 
the State Room of the Union 

The fate of the four, along with the other 
eight suspended students who will go before 
similar panels on Wednesday and Friday, will be 
announced following the f*"^ 
committee presiding officer David Dickson saai 
following the trial. 

Yesterdays panel consisted of Robert 
Bmunagel, associate professor of -^usu:, and 
student members Richard Goldberg and Steve

Defender John Antoon recounted the entire 
incMent which took place in Bryan Hall on 
Sept. 28. 

After preliminary precedings. Fowler 
introduced the case for the prosecution by 
running the audio-video tape recording taken by 
Campus Security Officer Mike Brick during the 
incident. During a second showing. Fowler 
specifically pointed out the presence of 
defendants Jack Lieberman, Seth Rose, Walter 
Upton and Arthur Williams in Bryan Hall 
during the demonstration. 

Fowler then introduced his only witness, 

Director of Off-Campus Counseling William 

Sadler. Sadler testified that he heard the 

students outside his office in Bryan Hall and at 

one point volunteered his office for those 

students seriously interested in talking with the 

Marine reauiters. Fowler asked the students, he 

sahJ, to move aganst the wall but received no 

response. He added that after Fowler gave the 

ultimatum for the students to evacuate, there 

were some »vho remained behind.

In a tone that jumped from 
the whimacal, to the sertous, 
to the very serious, Hoffman 
drew a standing ovation after 
almost two hours of random 
remarks about dozens of 
popular issues. 

Hoffman talked about the 
coming revolution. He talked 
about how everyone was going 
to get together and deniand 
that all the troops be 
withdrawn from Vietnam by 
April 25. 

If not, Hoffman said, 
"We're going to attack 
Washington on May 1." 

Hoffman quoted Abraham 
Lincoln as saying in 1861, 
When the government does 
not meet the needs of the 
people, when the government 
is not responsive to the 
people, they (the people) 
should follow the 
constitutional process to 
amend that government." 

If that does not work, 
Hoffman quoted Lincoln as 
saying, "it is the revolutionary 
duty to dismember and 
overthrow that government" 

"If you want to make the 
good life, make a revolution," 
Hoffman said. 

"We can't have the 
Woodstock nation, we can't 
have a free community," 
Hoffnwn said. "We can't have 
that festival til the wtwie 
world has it." 

Hoffman mentioned a t)ook 
he has written which has been 
turned down by various 
publishers. 

"If you tell them to do it, 
that's okay, but if you tell 
them how to do it, that's a 
different thing," Hoffman said. 

"Courts are there to protect 
the power and property of the 
people who have already got 
it," Hoffman said, rrxjving to 
an issue close to himself. 

He is presently out on 
bond, after being convicted 
with six others of crossing 
state lines for the purpose of 
riot conspiracy in the Federal 
District Court in Chicago. 

"Mayor Dailey should have 
been on trial," Hoffman said, 
"but they couldn't grt him so 
they got us." 

As he talked about the 
trial, which he called "Julius' 
neon oven," he pM:ked out a 
particular incident during the 
514 months 

"Bobby Seale rose in his 
chair and said 'Hey boy,'" to 
Judge Julius Hoffman.

By Kim Roc|«rs 
Entertainment Editor 
ftosencrantt and Guildenstem Are Demi. 
Tom Stoppard's avmt-flarde Hamlet, opened 
Thursday night in the Fine Arts Theater. 
Performances continue tonight through 
Saturday, with student tickets priced at $2 and 
general admission $3. 

A mediocre first act opened Thursday's 
performance. The entire play was viewed by an 
audience less respotwive, porhaps, than it should 
have been to the brisk hunnor of the piece. The 
overall impression gleaned from the opening 
night show was that everyone-cast and 
audience-had had a hard VMak and were, 
consequently, punchy. 

Saturday night's performance was much, 
much bener. The whippet-quick timing needed 
for the show's humor was in tight precision and 
a more relaxed, less expectant audience gave 
the performance the response it well deserved. 

Stoppard's plot is focused on the plight of 
tv^o of Shakespeare's minor characters, 
Rosencranu (Gilette Elvgrin) and Guildenstern 
(Waller Atamaniuk). Boyhood friends of the 
Prince Hamlet, both are summoned to the 
Danish court by Hamlet's uncle, the king of 
Denmark. 

There, both are instructed to find the root 
of Hamlet's melancholy, which is perplexing 
both king and queen and upsetting the court. 

Also at the court are the tragedians, a group 

of wandering performers led by The Player 
(Ralph Alison). Met by Rosencraniz and 
Guildenstem white an route to the court, the 
tragedians specialize in "love, blood and 
rhetoric, " and the decidedly homosexual 



offering of the skirted Alfred (David 
Humphrey) for sport. 

David Allison is excellent in his role of The 
Player. Arrogant, brash and strutting, Allison 
conveys well the sense of waste, purposelessness 
and Ironic comedy endemic in his character. 

While James Aucoin is good as Polonius, 
Ptenny Key is adequate in her cameo role of 
Ophelia-she looks pretty and cries quite a bit. 
The queen, portrayed by Pamela Bailey, is 
fairly welt done, but the viewer wonders if the 
haughty matron stereotype isn't a little 
overdone. 

Joe Bellinghiere as Hamlet is a little short of 

delight. A very traditional portrayal of an 
effeminate Hamlet is bound in Bellinghiere's 
eye-rolling nuances of a morbid neurotic. Many 
of the inflections and gestures used by 
Bellinghiere, however, tend to suggest too many 
viewings of William F. Buckley's The Firing 
Line. 

A tremendous amoum of credit must go to 
the leads, Elvgrin and Atamaniuk. The latter is 
completely convincing and much the tragic hero 
in his role of ttw reflective Guildenstem. 

Elvgrin as Rosencrantz is marvelous. His 
exuberant clownings are extremely funny and 
he seems, at times, to take fli^t as he leaps 
from one stage section to another, his 
floor-length cape billowing behind him. 

Both leads do highly creditable jobs with the 
difficult task of keeping the quKk, split-timed 
humor on a sharp edge and keeping even the 
interplay of emotions and arguments within the 
plot structure. Their roles are extremely 
demanding^both characters are on stage 
constantly throughout the performarjces. And 
their performances are excellent. 



'Catch -22' Reviewed

Catch-22. the Mike Nichols 
film based on the Joseph 
Heller novel, has been termed 
"a copout," "a failure," and

the Heller novel, the film 
might appear completely 
confusing, relying as it does on 
the use of flashbacks and 
splicing for both visual effect 
and dramatic impact.

The film's story is based on 
the attempts of a bombadier. 
Captain Yossarian, to be 
permanently grounded. Alan 
Arkin delivers the film's finest 
performance as the "crazy 
Yossarian," who morosely 
demands to be relieved of 
flying missions 

"They're trying to kill me,' 
he states to the pilots and 
crews at mess one evening. 

"Nobody's trying to kill 
you," one replies. 

"Then why are they 
shooting at me?" demands 
Yossarian, who consistently 
fails to see the sanctity of 
patriotism, the valiance of the 
war effort, or the "pride" of 
flying in a squadron that ranks 
the highest number of missions 
flown in the European theater. 

That surplus of missions is 
assured by the devious Co (one! 
Cathcart, the base commander 
who repeatedly raises the 
number of missions needed for 
rotation from the combat 
zone. 

Through ingenious 
cinematography and an 
effective use of flashbacks, the 
film conveys the utter 
hopelessness and absurdity of 
the war situation, compounded 
with the terror evoked from a 



human society that is ruthless 
arKi expk>itative. 

Though Arkin's performance 
is by far the best, other 
characters are given excellent 
portrayal, from the monkish 
Nately, who plans to marry his 
Italian whore and take her 
back to Rhode Island, to Orr, 
Yossarian's roommate. The 
latter habitually crash-lands 
planes, ditching four before his 
final plunge into the 
Mediterranean. Throughout the 

movie, Orr begs Yossarian to 

fly with him, asserting that his 

crashes are "good practice." 
A central motif seen 

throughout the film is the 

scene of the death of a young, 

almost unknown, bombadier, 

Smwden, in Yossarian's plane. 

Snowden's gory death and the 

futility felt by Yossarian at 

even providing some final relief 

for the victim is pulled 

together in a series of scenes 

from the windy, pink-tinged 

plane. 

The film does deal, as it 
has been stated, in entities, 
from the exploitative Milo 
Minderbinder to the ineffectual 
Major Danby. 

Ail are well done in a film 
that deals with the tragedy of 
existence in its most absurd of 
situations.

The 1970-71 edition of Pow 
Wow, the student handbook, 
states the purpose of the Black 
Student Union (BSU) as being to 
"promote cultural activities 
designed to make people aware 
of black heritage and unity 
among black people." 

Some people questnn the 
need for the creation of an 
organization dedicated to black 
culture and pride in the heritage 
of the Afro-American, claiming 
that such organizations really 
practice "reverse segregation." 
This charge b oountBred by 
black claims that a 
predominantly white campus, 
through such existing 
institutions as student 
government, cannot adequately 
interpret and respond to black 
needs. 

In the words of BSU 

President Everett Rains, "the 

Black Student Union is not a 
competitor with Student 

Government for student body 
control. Instead, the BSU is to 
the black student what 
Student Government is to the 
student body. 

"Perhaps there should be 
clarifications made at this 
point, or better yet, 
comparisons. The BSU is the 
prime promoter of black 
culture, activities and the 
overall programs for blacks on 
the FSU campus. It is not in 
our best interest to use a 
hostile and reluctant Student 



Government to represent us, 
since this body is unaware of 
what the black students' 
interests are," Rains said. 

'The BSU's motto, 'Peace 
throu^ Power,' is indicative of 
our efforts to work 
i n de pendently of the 
established order to do our 
thing in our own way," he 
sakl. 

'The BSU participates in a 
variety of campus projects for 
the benefit of both black and 
white students. A tutorial 
program, for example, has 
been set up to help Mack 
rtudents adjust to the iMiHs 
university." 

An African soul coronation 
dance, open to whites as well 
as blacks, was sponsored to

Cross Country Team Wins

Having its biggest score of 
tlie season, the Florida State 
UniversitY Cross Country team 
barely escaped defeat this 
weekend at Atlanta, Ga., as 
they eaked out a 28-29 victory 
over Georgia Tech Saturday. 

In what Coach Dick 
Roberts said was a "super 
effort" on the part of Tech, 
the Engineers, led by tough 
Joel Majors, almost put the 
first blemish on the Seminole's 
duel meet record. 

Majors ran the 
five-and-one-half mile course in 
the astounding time of 27:06 
which is much less than five 
minutes to the mile. 

The first finisher was, 
surprisingly, Del Ramers who 
came across the line second 
with a time of 27:20. Third in 
the meet was FSU star Ken 
Misner. 

Third and fourth men for 
the Seminoles were freshmen 
Bobby Brooks and Mark 
O'Brien who finished sixth and 
seventh respectively. 

But in the final count the 
most importwtt place was last 
in which Jack Wise, the 
Seminole fifth man, just beat 
out the Tech fifth man for 
ninth place and a one point 



victory and a one point 

victory in the meet. 

Roberts said that the team, 
owerall, cNd batter this time 
than in the regionals two 
weeks ago and pointed out 
that the times were much 
better. But he also said that 
Tech really put on an 
outstanding effort and "really 
put on a good meet." 

"It was cold and raming," 
said Roberts, "and everybody 
ran better than two weeks ago 
despite tite weather. We are 
really happy to survive " 

The win leaves the team's 
record at 4-0 with the last of 
the duel meets over. The 
record for the team over the 
last two years has been 8-1 
with that only loss coming to 
the University of Florida in 
1969, a defeat that was 
revenged earlier this month 
when the Seminoles ripped the 
Gators at home. 

This Friday, the FSU team 
will ctoie out the 1970 regular 
season when it hosts the State 
Championships on the FSU 
Golf Course. 

Featured in the meet to tie 
run on the four-mile course 
will be teams from South 
Ftorida and Florida as well as 
ttie favored team from FSU. 
The Seminoles have beaten 



both tliese teams in duel meets 
during the early portion of the 

season.

Florida will be Cozwell 
DePieza who has been known 
to give Misner quite a few 
good battles. The number two 
man on the USF squad is 
Mike Godey 

The Gators, who have had a 
tough time' of it so far this 
season after six of their top 
seven returners from last year's 
undefeated didn't return for 
various reasons, will feature 
two top runners in Roy 
Benjamin and Jim Quinn. 

The site of the start of the 
four-mile Seminole home 
course is at the building place 
for the new clubhouse. To get 
there one can travel to 
Potsdam Road and go on it 
until they reach the course.

4 
that adminstrator should not 
seek to turn his campus into a 
"street scene." 

Mr. Dean failed to recognize 
that a university intramural 
field with a gathering of 
students is not a rampaging 
street mob, to be met by 
policemen decked out in full 
riot regalia; however, at USF 
that is exactly what happened. 

The actions of President 
Dean were poorly conceived. 
The consequences were 54 
arrests at a c«npus which had 
never experiertced the slightest 
altercation in its 10-year 
existence. 

In Friday's edition of the 
USF newspaper, Dean 
continued to steer a narrowly 
reasoned course as he writes 
"To Whom It May Concern." 
"I have recently received 
considerable evidence of highly 
urKiesirable gatherings of young 
people on the campus of the 
Univsrsity of South Florida, 
especiall/ on Friday and 
Saturday nights. 

"These gatherings, which 
have attracted several hundred 
young people on weekend 
nights recently, have been held 
at a location called Crescent 
Hill. The young people gather 
to hear volunteer rock bands." 
Dean finishes his letter with 
"the University of South 



Florida will not become a 
sanctuary for lawbreakers, 
young or old, male or female." 

Mr. Dean includes in his 
writing the other law and 
order pitches reminiscent of a 
political campaign speech. In 
the letter he advises parents of 
non-university students to "be 
solemnly warned that their 
children will be in grave 
danger of apprehension by law 
enforcement officers at any 
time in the future if they are 
found attending these evening 
rock band programs on the 
USF campus " 

This type of administrative 
misdirection must not be 
allowed to flourish in a state 
university system such as ours, 
where some degree of genuine 
understanding has occurred 
between students and 
administrators. 

If Acting President Dean 

views his role as compatible 
with the issuance of partisan 
statements rather than the 
issuance of genuinely 
comprehensive proyams for 
quality education, then maybe 
he should resi^r at the earliest 
date to seek elective office. He 
should not burden a fine state 
university with outmoded and 
unworkable administrative 
concepts.

suspended for participation in 
the Sept. 28 Bryan Hall 
incident go on trial this 
afternoon at 3:30 in the State 
Room of the University Unk>n. 

The three4nan panel from 
the University Committee on 
Student Conduct judging the 
students will not be identical 
to the panel that presided at 
the trial of the four students 
Monday. No decifion as to thfc, 
fate of the students will be 
announced until after the final 
session on Friday. 

Student Defender John 
Antoon saW he intends to 
present a defense almost 
identical to the one he 
presented at Monday's trial. 

At that time, Antoon 
questioned nine persons who 
were either actually invohwd in 
the dwnonstratton or had 
contacted members of the staff 



who had been allegedly 
disturbed by the studente' 
presence in Bryan. The 
consensus among the defense 
witnesses was that in fact, the 
demonstration did not 
sgnificantly interfere with the 
normal processes of the 
university. 

Referring to the charges 
against his clients, that the 
students had failed to comply 
with an order of a duly 
appointed officer of the 
university, Antoon said the 
students had in fact made 
every effort to clear the hrfl 
by lining up against the wall 
and thus felt that they were 
complying with Fowler's order.

Tuesday came in with a 
bang as a small clock-and- 
battery device exploded in 
some shrubtiery outskJe the 
Business Building shortly after 
midnight Monday. 

Apparent damage is limited 
to three broken windows on 
the north side of the building. 

The explosion was not 
reported until 8:30 a.m. when 
a faculty member notified the 
university Department of 
Public Safety and Security of 
the damage. 

Later, an unidentified 
student told officials that he 
liad heard an explosion and 
seen smoke issuing from the 
building. The approximate time 
of the incident was then set at 
12:03 a.m. 

The ekpiosion occurred only 
a few hours after Yippe leader 
Abbie Hoffman spoke to a 
capacity crowd in Ruby 
Diamond Auditorium. 

Hoffman had remarked to 
his audience that going to 
prison costs so much money 
"when we could spend our 
money for dope, dyramite or 
something useful."

Law enforcement officials 
are reportedly not trying to 
link Hoffman's words with the 
incident. 

"We don't know who did it 
and we are very interested in 
finding out who did," said 
FSU President J. Stanley 
Marshall, oonmenting on the 
explosion. 

"The evidence is tieing very 
carefully analyzed by our ovwi 
officers, the state fire marshall 
and the Police Department of 
Tallahassee," Marshall 
continued. 

"We are trying to sift 
throu^ the evidence and learn 
everything we possibly can,' 
he said. 

The building was 
unoccupied at the time of the 
explosion, according to 
university information director 
Mike Beaudoin. 

The explosion followed a 
three-week wave of bomb 
threats received by the 
university. No notification 
preceded this, the first actual 
explosion of the quarter. Other 
recent threats have been made 
in the state capitol area. 

Chief William A. Tanner of 
the university's Department of 
Public Safety and Security said 
that he and his officers are 
"extremely interested in 
whatever information we can 
find concerning this explosion 
or any of the bomb threets we 
bate been receiving." 

Tanner rwted that both 
actual and false bomb threats 
are violations of state law, 
puni^able by a tnn year 
sentence to life imprisonment 
in a state penitentiary. 

"I just can't speculate as to 
whom or why or the motives 
at this time," said Tanner. 'I 
think it's not proper that we 
do too much speculating, ' he 
sakl.

Regent Recommends Rules

Dr. Lewis C. Murray, Board of 
Regents member from Orlando, 
said he ivould recommend 
regulations pertaining to. 
campus puMications in the' 
state universities be' 
standardized throughout the 
state. 

Munay. speaking Friday in 
Gainesville, in modifying an 

earlier statement, said student 
newspapers "should be made 
as free as possible." 

He claims regulations for 
campus publications are 
different through the state, 
with each university having its ■ 
own rules and regulations. 

Murray cited the difference 
between the positions of the 
administrations in handling 
student publications at the 
University of South Florida 
(USF) and UF. 

At USF, unlike UF, there is 
no board regulating 
publications; the authority of 
the USF president, as publisher 
of the student newspaper, is. 
delegated to the faculty 



advisor. 

The USF newspaper. The 
Oracle, was hit by a staff 
walk-out early this month 
when the faculty advisor 
decided to pull a cartoon from 
the editorial pages he 
considered would inflame an 
already tense situation on the 
Tampa campus. 

Murray, who said last week he 
would recommend tighter 
control on Regents' policy 
concerning recognition of 
student g-oups at the state 
universities and colleges, said 
last Thursday he wanted the 
boards of publication at the 
unhwrsities to exercise more 
care in their publications. 
When he was contacted 
Friday, Murray said he referred 
particularly to yearbooks. He 
Indicated the yearbooks had 
more exposure to the public. 
He said the student rwwspaper 
was for the students, but 
yearbooks were usually seen 
by the parents of students and 
sometimes they did not like 
what they saw in them. 
He said, however, his

Organization Meeting 



The first organizational 
meeting of an entirely new 
campus group, the 
Lomobobrious Pit, will be hekl 
tonight at 8 p.m. in Room 
240 Bellamy. 

According to its principal 
founder, Terry Petrash, the 
main purpose of the 
Lomobobrious Pit is to 
promote zany and crazy 
publicity oriented activities 
which the whole university can 
relate to on a neutral ground. 

"The Pit will accomplish 
this objectwe by whatever 
means it wishes provided only 
that the means stay within the 
boundaries of the law," 
Petrash said. 

Another purpose of the Pit, 
Petrash said, will be to make 
people aware of things that are 
happening on campus and 
bring out feelings on various 
campus issues. 

"In carrying out these 
obiectives^ the Pit will not be 



affiliated with any groups such 
as Student Government, the 
athletic dept. or political 
parties. Its only affiliation will 
be with the university as a 
whole," Petrash said. 

A junior transfer from Kent 
State, Petrash is presently 
considered the High Muckey 
Muck, or the highest ruling 
officer in the Pit's "inner 
core." Petrash said he will 
remain in this position only 
until someone more qualified 
comes along. 

"The officers of the Pit are 
not selected on the basis of 
popularity. They are selected 
on the basis of who can do 
the most efficient job," 
Petrash said. 

Some of the other officers 
included in the Pit's "inner 
core" bear such titles as Low 
Muckey Muck, Legal Beagl e , 
The Brain, Super Snooper, 
Green Grinch, The Mouth, and 
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recommendation wouW not 
interfere with the freedom of 
actions of newspapers at state 

universities 

Under present Regents' policy, 
student newspapers in the state 

universities are regulated by 
rules set down by the 
administration, or, as in the 
case in UF, under a Board of 
Student Publications (BSP) 
which sets official polk:y. 
The BSP also has under its 
jurisdiction the yearbook. The 
Seminole, and The Fkxida 
Quarterly. 

If a decision handed down by 

a federal district court stands 
in Massachusetts last February, 
boards of student publfc«k>ns 
or their equivalents cannot 
interfere with the freedom of 
the new^Mpars. 

The case concerned the 
censoring of the student 
naw^Mper at Fitchburg State 
College. The court ruled the 
administration could not 
censor the newnpaper. The 
Cyde. 

"It «vouM be inconsistent with 

basic assumptions of the First 
Amendment freedoms to 
permit a campus newspaper to 
be simply a vehicle for ideas 
the state or the college 
administration deems 
appropriate," Judge W. Arthur 
Garrity Jr. wrote in his 
decision, 

Garrity added, "... there is no 
right to editorial control by 

administration officials flowing 
from the fact that The Cycle 
is college-sponsored and 
state-supported." 
Regents Chancellor Robert 
Mautz nid Thursday there was 
no contradiction between 
Regents' policy and this 
decision. 

"Our policy is consistent with 
the opinion (of the 
Massachusetts court)," Mautz 
said. "It recognizes the value 
of student publk»tk>m for 

students, and free and 
responsible discussion of ideas. 
I can't see there is any 
inconsistency."

Pollution is not only 
I unhealthy to people and the 
lenvironment, it is also 
Lpensive. Pollution is 
Iresponsible for the destruction 
In! crops, the depreciation of 
I jroperty, discouragement of 
I economic development end Is a 
jijse for a rise in taxes. 
All evidence thus far 
I indicates that it would cost 
I more to let pollution continue 
than it would to alleviate 
laollution. To stop pollution 
I problems in the U.S., it will 
I cost nearly $100 billion in the 
I next five years. About $30 
I Billion of that will be needed 
I to clean up the nation's 
I waterways. The estimated cost 
I of cleaning the air we breathe 
lis $60 billicm over a five-year 
[period. 

A large portion of this 
Imoney will have to be 
I supplied by the government. 
IThe cities and towns in the 

jus. will need $10 billion by 
|l975 just to meet the 
immediate water quality 
andards; also an additional 
y5 billion to build sewer lines 
,-xler city streets. 

It will cost even more for 
arger cities to act further and 



•separate the main and storm 
sewers that now flow together, 
adding heavily to the water 
pollution problem. The 
estinnated cost of this project 
is $50 billion. 

In contrast to these figures, 
industry could stop polluting 
the water for a relatively low 
cost. Three billion is all that 
would be needed for factories 
to install waste treatment 
facilities capable of meeting 
the existing water standards. 
Two billion would pay for 
cooling towers to prevent 
thermal pollution and $6 
bNlion would bring sediment 
and acid mine drainage under 
control. 

The cost of controlling air 
pollution is considerably higher 
because it must be done on a 
regular basis. It is estimated 
that it would cost $600 
million a year to curb the 
sulfur dioxide emitted from 
power plants and $100 million 
annually to dean up the 
remaining industrial pollution. 

Some states have already 
begun efforts to halt pollution 
problems. New York has $130 
million worth of waste 
treatment facilities in operation 
and $834 million worth under 
construction.

New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware 
have joined together with the 
federal government to form 
the Delaware River Basin 
Commission. With the 
cooperation of 100 firms and 
municipalities, a $500 million 
effort is being put forth to 
dean up an 85-mile stretch of 
the Delaware estuary between 
the ocean and Trenton, N.J. 

Businesses have also begun 
to invest in the pollution 
problem and are making a 
profit from it by selling 
pollution control equipment. 
Zum Industries, the consultant 
for the Delaware River project, 
sold $73 million worth of 
pollution control equipment 
last year. Kaiser Steel Corp. 
has spent $30 million on air 
pollution control and an 
additional $15 million on 
water pollution control. 

To encourage industry to 
do more. President Nixon said, 
'To the extent possible, the 
price of goods should be made 
to include the costs of 
producing and disposing of 
them without damage to the 
environment." 

To raise such an 
astronomical amount of money 
to curb pollution appears to 
be just a dream. In 
comparison, if the funds are 
not raised, fresh air and clean 
water in the U.S. might soon 
be only a dream.

1970s-a decade of hope « « 
I of hoax? 
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Study Shows Quality Care 



To the Editor: 

Your article in the 
November 11 Flambeau on 
dav-care centers struck a 
sympathetic chord, because I 
certainly agree that Tallahassee 
and Leon County need more 
and better daynare centers. 
However, I am wondering if 
Mrs. Bell was misquoted, since 
she was aware of results of a 
study carried out between 
April and August, 1970, by 15 
of my studente titled "Needs 
and Resources for Day Care in 
Leon County, Florida," or 
whether she failed to mention 
these findings. 

The 29 day-care centers 
studied were a random sample 
that made tip rtout one4ialf 
of those approved centers 
operating in Leon County at 
that time. While none of the 
centers had structured 
proyams like those operating 
at the Leon County Interfaith 
Child Care Centers, two-thirds 
of the centers studied prowided 
deraMy more than the 
idtiitary facilities" indicated 
by Mrs. Bell. The iiiterw ew er a 
found that in two-thirds of the 
centers there were at least six 
or seven actwities considered 
mportant in intellectual 
stimulation, such as the 
avilability of storybooks, vwrk 
space and tools, toys, 
educational TV, handiaaft 
materials and fingerpainting At 
least half of the centers' 
personnel were observed to 
have personal interaction with 



the children. Proviaon for 

physical activity such as 
swings, slides, manipulative 
toys and musical equipment 
were observed in every center. 
Nine out of ten centers had 
organized play and orgmized 
work periods. 

There was little difference 
between profit-making and 
nonprofit-making centers, a 
topic which was studied 
particularly, but when there 
was a difference, this tended 
to favor the profit-making 
centers. These scored better 
both on measures of 
intellectual stimulation and on 
personal interaction with 
children. There was no 
difference in the two kinds of 
centers regarding the years of 



education or the length of 
en^ibyment of staff members. 

While I strongly support the 
need for nruire and better 
day-care centers in Leon 
County, I believe it is 
important to indicate that 
profit-making centers are not 
necessarily less adequate than 
those that operate from public 
funds. Further I believe that 
the people who are currently 
trying to provide good care for 
children in Leon County 
should be given credit for the 
fine job they are doing. 

Copies of the study 
mentioned above and further 
details on child-care centers in 
Leon County can be obtained 
in my oHice, 250 Bellamy.

1 
final approach covered by 
O'Connar. Hw focus hora » 
on the growth potential of the 
individuals and the group. The 
leader attempts to avoid role 
behavior and place the entire 
responsibility for the group on 
the group members themselves. 

In summary, O'Connor said 
that no one approach was suf- 
ficient in itself, but that the 
reciprocal— mediating approach, 
combined wHh some aspects of 
the others, was the one which 
he recommended personally. 

Faltico spoke on the possi- 
bilities which group enoounten 
and sensitivity groups offerad 
in aiding organizations. He 
listed four types of sensitivity 
groups useful in such andaav- 
ors. 

The first of these was the 
stranger I*, in which execu- 
tives from various organizations 
meet together in a retreat. A 
cousins lab, in which execu- 
tives 'having simitar functions 
in various companies meet, was 
next in his discussion, followed 
by a description of the intap 
group and the functiond 
group. The intap group con- 
cerns different work groups in 

the same company, and the 
functional goup co«ain« 
members of the same company 
who work together everyday. 

Dr. Cook listed the cautions 
to be observad in using group 
phenomenon. He dassifiad 
types of goup phenomenon, 
and particularly warned against 
the experience group. 



Reservations he mentioned 
were the proliferation of 
unqualified group leaders, the 
faulty assumption of Ilia 
superiority of feelings to 
1hou#tts, often used in such 
groups; and the problems of 
re-entry from an experience 
group into the real world. 

The luncheon speaker was 
Dr. Royoa V. Jackson. Jackson 
outlined a model group 
encounter experience, using the 
groups ha leads as axamples. 

According to Jackson, 
quality training consisting of 
classroom instruction, practical 
axperianoe. group seminars, 
and personal group theory for 
every leader is a first 
consideration. Qualities for 
group mambars he listad as a 
moderate age diffwantial, a 
sexual balance, and weekly 
attendance. 

Rules for a group encounter 
were: all actwity be kept 
confidential; out-of -group social 
contact be discouraged; and 
that no outsida forces be 
allowed into the arHauntar 
group itself. 

The effectiveness of a group 
experience arises from 
members serving as reflectors 
for other members, he said. 

The afternoon w:is divided 
into workshops, with 
participants attending their 
choice of r,ne. Guy Moore, 
former direr^or of the Criswell 
House and now aaustant chief 
of the Bureau of Group 
Treatment with the Division of 
Youth Services led a workshop 
on reality therapy.

the problems teachers face. 

"The training of teachers is 
not adequate for the needs of 
the students. Training is 
improving but it has not 
caught up with the demands 
of the schools. 

'Teachers today are not 
equipped for the demands. The 
kind of teecf>a' we need today 
is different from the kind of 
teacher we needed in the 
past," he said. 

"We have better equipment, 
better facilities, better 
everything as compared to 
years ago, but it's not good 
enough." 

Dr Witherspoon said that 
part of the problem behind 
the educational institution's 
cultural lag in society is the 
necessity of adapting it to the 
needs of students. 



Dr. Witherspoon was asked 
whether the educational system 
has done an adequate job of 
preparing men and women for 
the future. 

"I suppose the word today 
is 'relevance.' So many things 
are not relevant in our sdmols 
today, from the elementary 
levels to the universities. Many 
students find it necessary to 
attend college in order to 
survive in society. The 
emphasis is upon a college 
degree; but there are plenty of 
people with doctorates out of 
work," he said. 

"In my lifetime the schools 
went about their merry way 
and the people of the 
community went about their 
merry way. Life didn't demand 
a yeet education then but 
today it does. We have to get 



together with the people and' 
see what the needs of today's 

world are," he said. 

According to Dr. 
Witherspoon, the schools must 
be more responsive to the 
needs of the oommunitie& If 
the schools feil here, thar 
there is no hope of success fo- 
its graduates in society. 

Dr. Witherspoon views the 
school of the future as an 
institution flexible enough to 
serve the needs of all the 
people. 

In the elementary level, 
computers and television wHI 
take over many of the duties 
of the teacher today. A child 
cm team much more from a 
well-produced telecast of 
Hamht than from a class 
reading, he said 

Dr. Witherspoon foresees a 



greater freedom in educ 
whkh will give students 
choice in the selection 
courses, starting in 
elementary levels.

The Orange Bowl was able to 
nail down 3rd-ranked 
Nebraska, the Big Eight 
champion, this past weekend 
and the Sugar Bowl to nab the 
8th-ranked Air Force, which 
became a prize package with 
last week's upset of Rose 
Bowl-tx)und Stanford. 
Also, by the time this is 
printed, it's possible that Penn 
State will have accepted a 
Peach Bowl bid and that Texas 
Tech may have accepted a 
Liberty Bowl bkl. 

The Cotton Bowl only has to 
worry about one entry since it 
gives the host berth to the 
Southwest Conference champ 
and if that bowl has its way it 
will rematch top-ranked Texas 
and 2nd-ranked Notre Dame in 
Dallas on New Year's Day. 
Seventh-ranked LSU, 
Qth-ranked Tennessee, 
12th-ranked Ole Miss and 
ISth-ranked Auburn all figure 
to wind up in a bowl. If LSU 
should knock off Notre Dame 
Saturday, the Bengals would 
be in a shoo-in for the Orange 
Bowl.

That would force the Sugar 
Bowl to deckle betM^en LSU 
and Tennessee. But if LSU 
gets an Orange Bowl bid, then 
the Sugar Bowl would have to 
make an Ole Miss-Tennessee 
decision instead-and, again, 
Archie's arm plays a vital role. 
Auburn figured as a leading 
candidate for the Orange and 
Sugar Bowls until last week's 
loss to Georgia. Now the 
Tigers are more likely headed 
for the Gator Bowl. 

It's understood that the Sun 
Bowl would like to pair up 
Georgia Tech and Texas Tech; 
the Peach Bowl, as of late 
Tuesday, was considering a 
Penn State-Alabama or Penn 
State-Georgia nwtch; and the 
Astro- Bluebonnet Bowl was 
hopeful of getting the kwer of 
the Texaa-Arkansas game as Hs 
host team. 

One top team seems to have 
been left out. There hasn't 
been much talk about 
lOth-ranked, undefeated 
Arizona State. 

The thing that confuses the 
issue most is the unwillingness 
of the other bowls to wait 

until after the Orange, Cotton 
and Sugar Bowls have made 
their choices.

Faculty action on future 
)mb threats keynoted the 
Faculty Senate meeting 
yesterday in Moore 
Auditorium. 

The senate voted to adopt 
proposals submitted by the 
advisory committee on bomb 
threats chaired by Dr. Irvin 
Sobe), professor and head of 
■ e economics department. 

The proposals stated that 
-^very student will be required 
to rrake up exams disrupted 
t)ecause of a bomb threat. 

Exams disrupted during a 
ilass meeting will be 
[wstponed until the next class 
meeting, unless otherwise 
dicated by the instructor. 



Disrupted finals will be 
rescheduled for the same place 
at 10:15 p.m. of the same 

day. 

Executive Vice President 
Cecil Mackey explained the 

university's operational policy 
dealing with each bomb threat. 
In certain buildings, teams of 
faculty and staff members have 
formed to aid security officers 
in searching for explosive 
devices, he noted. 

Mackey noted that 
information procedures formi 
the basis of the university's 
evacuation policy. 

When people refuse to leave 
a building upon which a bomb 
threat has been made, officers 
See BOMB, pg.

Women's Intercollegiate 
Athletics was allocated $7,500 
by Student Senate in its regular 
session Wednesday. 

The money given to the 
youp will go for programs in 
volleyball, golf, track, swimming 
and badminton. Expenses 
include equipment, 
transportation and uniforms. 

In introducing the bill before 
the Senate, Women's Vice 
President Mary Mclnerny 
pointed out that men's athletics 
received approximately 
$216,000 from Student Senate 
wtiereas women's intramurals 
received $2,000 under the 
previous budget. The bill was 
passed by a margin of 29 to one. 

A bill granting $400 to the 
Revolutionary Films Committee 
was passed 18 to 10. 
Amendments requiring that all 
films be submitted to the 
Organization and Finance 
Committee before being brought 
to campus and allocating an 
additional $400 to an organized 
group for the purpose of 
bringing conservative films to 
campus were defeated. 

Student Senate allocated 
$1,950 to the Open Door 



Coffeehouse for the purpose of 
making internal improvements in 
he building in wrfiich the 
organization is located. Such 
improvements are in the area of 
olumbing, wiring, lighting and 
)urchasing a refrigerator. 

The American Indian 
Fellowship was allocated $335 
to buy a teepee, drum and 
provide for operating expenses. 
The original bill called for an 
allocation of $485 and was cut 
due to the senate's questioning 
of the need for the additional 
funds. 

A resolution expressing 
condolences to the friends and 
families of the students and 
officials killed in the airplane 
crash at Marshall State 
University was passed at the 
beginning of the session. Senator 
Dan Simon introduced the 
unwritten resolution which 
passed 28 to 0. 

Student Senate will meet 
Monday instead of during its 
regular meeting time on 
Wednesday night due to the 
Thanksgiving holidays which 
commence Wednesday 
afternoon.

British Critic Speaks 

Pinter -Great Playwright

British critic Martin Esslin 
termed dramatist Harold Pinter 
"one of the three greatest 
playwrights of the EngiKh 
language" in a Monday night 
lecture in the Fine Arts 
Building Theater. 

Esslin, teaching a seminar 
on Pinter in conjunction with 
the Studio Theater production 
of The Bicthday Party, ranked 
the English dramatist with 
John Arden and "possibly 
Edward Albee." 

"Pinter paints people with 
undefined edges 'merging' into 
darkness like people in a 
Rennbrandt painting," said 
Esslin, adding that the 
playwright's work may be 
considered "subjective drama." 

Esslin first became familiar 
with The Birthday Party after 
a 1959 production by an 
amateur theater group in 
London. 

The pk>t, Esslin said, is 
concerned with a young 
fugitive who escapes from 
society, finding refuge in a 
seedy boardinghouse on the 
coast of England. 

At this boardinghouse he is 
treated as a son by the 



prop)rietress until the refuge is 
invaded by two henchmen. 
Goldberg and McCann. 

The two brainwash the 
fugitive and take him back to 
society. 

"The play is extremely 
funny, " said Esslin. "It is 
tragicomic in the true sense of 
the word." 

Meeting Pinter shortly after 
the production, Esslin related 
his three theories as to the 
meaning of The Birthday 
Pmy. 

"One, Esslin said, "is the 
fear of losing one's place in 
the wo.Md. Two it is the 
parable about artists who fail 
and must go back to 
respectable society. Three -the 
big black that takes Stanley 
away is like the car for 
coffins, and hence is the 
depiction of death." 

Pinter, said Esslin, replied, 
"Well, you know, I never 
thought of any of these— but 
they all could be true, all of 
them" 

Pinter's dranrw is in many 
ways a departure from much 
traditional theater, in which 
the author pretends to be 
omniscient, as in the 
19th-century novel. Pinter, 



Esslin said, felt that most 
plays were over-motivated. "In 
the first 10 or 20 minutes of 
the play there is a presentation 
in which the character's 
antecedents and motives are 
revealed," Esslin said. 

"I can't know what makes 
people tick," Pinter had said 
to Esslin. For that reason, 
Esslin said, "Pinter does not 
pretend to be omniscient. Like 
the impressionist writers, he 
merely gives imayts of the 
world as he sees thorn " 

Listed as Pinters three 
foremost works are The 
Birthday Party. The Caretaker 
and The Homecoming, 

According to Esslin, "Pinter 
is unspoiled by success, .^nd 
never writes an unnecessary 
word. He only writes when he 
has something to say " 

An important facet of The 
Birthday Party, said Esslin, is 
'"the state of anxiety that we 
are all in: that we may all one

The 
members chosen for the moot 
court team from each school 
prepare a brief on behalf of 
one of the two parties in the 
case and present it in oral 
arguments with the law 
colleges in their re^on. 

Kerrigan saW the fabricated 
case this year involved whettier 
or not the author of an article 
published in a weekly news 
magazine has a constitutionally 
guaranteed right under the 
First Amendment to refuse to 
disclose the source of allegedly 
libelous statements whfeh 
appeared in the article. 

The competition consisted 
of three rounds and each team 
was limited to 30 minutes of 
argument per round. Florida 
State defeated the University 
of Georgia in the first round 
and the University of Miami in 
the second. In the final round, 
Fk>rkla State lost to Emory 
University. Under the rules, 
the top two teams from each 
region go on to the national 
compefition.

DACCA, East Pakistan-Tons of relief supplies arrived here 
Wednesday but only a trickle reached hunry and homeleas 
survivors of the cyclone-tidal wave disaster that took a huge death 
toll along the Bay of Bengal. 

The stricken area was largely inaccessible by road and airdrops 
were Impossible. Some locally published reports said the storm lut 
Thursday night may have killed 650,000 persons. One account sakl

Another student complaint, 
the lack of courses in law 
enforcement, was also discussed. 
Vice President Craig said the 
training of police officers might 
best be done on the junior 
college level, while Florida State 
would take a broader approach 
to the f iekJ. 

Student charges that the 
CTiminology department was not 
receiving its fair share of 
professors were countered by 
Dean Scher's claim that due to a 
shortage of funds, adjustments 
in faculty were a necessary part 
of the development of the 
schools' graduate programs. 

Following the meeting, 
student representative Richard 
Dickter said that he felt the 
administration had evaded 
certain central issues. 

"I feel the favorable 
resolution of these issues wouW 
have been a start of a cure of the 
many ills of the criminology 
department, i am very 
disappointed," Dickter said. 



the credits given for some 
courses from three hours to 
either four or five hours to 
reflect the worktoad.

Also up for consideration by 
the Regents is a sat of uniform 
admission policies for graduate 
students to replace the 
individual requirements of the 
various state universities.

"We have been accused of 
being unpatrk)tic, of committing 
treason. Our purpose in being 
here today is to show our side, 
to give our version of what we 
are doing." 

So saying, Larry Turner, 
president of the newly formed 
Veterans Against the War, 
introduced his organization to 
the open forum which was held 
yesterday behind Moore 
Auditorium. 

A panel of four spoke at the 
forum, with each speaker 
discussing effects the war was 
having on various components of 
society. 

Dwight Davis, an ex platoon 
sergeant who is now a graduate 
student in government, opened 
the panel discussion. Davis spoke 
on the current war picture fed to 
the American public and 
compared it to the motivational 
outlook of the soldier in 
Vietnam. Davis said that soldiers 
are influenced by the American 
idolization of veterans and think 
that the picture they receive at 
Tome is the true one. 

"When sokliers first arrwe in 
Vietnam, they are anxnus to get 
their bronze stars and purple 
hearts. It is not until people start 
shooting at them that they 
realize just what is going on," he 
said. 

Davis noted that the majority 
of the soldiers in Vietnam are 
draftees and in combat for the 
first time. These men fwve been 
taught that it is honorable to die 
for their country, yet they do 
not know what they are really 
dying for, he said. 

Davis then turned to the 
subject of the support given the 
men fighting in Vietnam. Such 
support which assumes that the 
men believe in what they are 



fighting for is false support, fie 
said. "To imply that the soldiers 
in Vietnam believe in what they 
are fighting for is totally 
incorrect," he said. As »i 
example that men believe in 
peace, Davis pointed out that 
"in my platoon there were only 
two people wtK> did not wear a 
peace medal." 

Joe Ellens, an ex-Marine and 
the next speaker on the panel, 
spoke on the problems facing 
the veteran. Such a problem was 
choosing a school in which he 
wouM not be hassled atMut his 
status as a veteran. "I tried to 
pick a school in which I would 
be left alone," he sakl, "but I 
have been hassled arxl tormented 
by students making remarks 
such as 'How's it gofng. killor?"' 

Joe Egan, another war 
veteran, discussed the impact of 
the war on the military. Some of 
the effects Egan listed were 
racial prejudice and dissent 
within the ranks. "Eighty 
percent of the sokliers in 
Vietnam are draftees, of whkh 
40 percent are black. The blacks 
are less likely to accept 
authority given to them." 

The final speaker, Jim Clark, 
also a veteran, spoke of the 
impact of the war on the 
Vietnamese people.feuch effects 
include poverty. "A country 
that was once a major exporter 
of rice must now import rice to 
feed its own people. The U.S. 
supplies the country with wheat 
and concrete, neither of whnh is 
wanttd by the people," he said. 

The panel of four said that as 
long as the people of the United 
States remain unconcerned and 
refuse to speak out, wars such as 
that in Vietnam will continue.
